4292 1  MARTIN,  DAVID,  the  old  progenitor  of  this 

numerous  family,  emigrated  from  Switzerland  to  America  in  1727. 
It  is  not  known  whether  he  was  married  when  he  came  nor  where 
he  settled.  Some  think  he  had  first  settled  in  Virginia,  but  not 
finding  many  or  his  co-religionists  there  he  moved  north  to  Penn- 
sylvania where  he  settled  in  Lancaster  County  among  his  own 
class  of  people.  It  cannot  be  ascertained  at  so  late  a  date  to 
whom  he  was  married  nor  what  number  of  children  he  had.  He 
died  in  1763,*  aged  about  62  years,  thus  making  him  about  26 
years  of  age  when  he  came  to  America.  We  know  that  he  had 
two  sons  for  a  certainty  but  there  may  have,  been  more  whose 
descendants  never  came  to  Canada.  These  two  were  named  II 
Henry  and  II  Abraham. 

4293  II  MARTIN,  HENRY,  who  was  a  minister  and 
bishop  of  the  Mennonite  denomination,  was  mar- 
ried to  Anna  Burkhard  and  resided  at  Blue  Ball, 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  They  had  a 
family  of  five  children,  namely:  III  David,  III 
Peter,  III  Abraham,  III  Henry,  and  III  Veronica. 
Ill  Peter  with  his  family  moved  to  Canada  in  1819. 
Of  the  others  and  their  descendants  no  information 
has  been  received. 

*  According  to  Deacon  David  Martin's  statement. 
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4294  II  MARTIN,  ABRAHAM,  brother  to  II  Henry 
Martin,  resided  in  Earl  Township,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  married  to  Barbara 
Oberholtzer.  Their  family  consisted  of  several 
children,  but  the  name  of  only  one  has  been  handed 
to  the  writer,  namely  III  David  who  came  to 
Canada  in  1820,  while  his  cousin,  III  Peter,  came 
the  year  before. 

We  shall  fii-st  give  the  family  of  III  Peter  Martin 
and  his  descendants,  then  that  of  his  cousin,  III 
David  Martin,  and  his  descendants,  and  finally  the 
descendants  of  IV  Abram  B.,  son  of  III  Abraham 
Martin,  brother  to  III  Peter  Martin  who  settled  two 
miles  north  of  Waterloo. 

4295  III  MARTIN,   PETER,   was  born  in  West  Earl 

Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  February  26th,  i76f). 
He  was  married  to  Anna  Zimmerman,  December  25th,  1793. 
She  was  born  February  i8th,  1775.  ^^^  followed  farming  in  his 
native  state,  but  owing  to  the  i>oor  harvests  for  several  years  in 
succession,  together  with  low  wages  and  many  business  failures, 
caused  him  to  make  arrangements  with  his  numerous  family  10 
move  to  Canada.  Two  of  his  daughters,  IV  Barbara,  married  to 
David  Martin  and  IV  Maria,  married  to  Christian  Zimmerman 
remained  in  Lancaster  Co'jnty,  Pennsylvania,  while  the  parents 
with  fourteen  of  their  children,  together  with  Daniel  Weber  and 
others,  moved  to  Canada  in  18 19.  They,  at  their  arrival  here, 
settled  first  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Dilman  Shantz  and  the 
heirs  of  the  late  Abraham  (kolif,  but  not  finding  this  to  their 
taste  they  finally  located  on  the  farm  now  possessed  by  Menno 
Gingench.  Here  they  resided  until  their  deaths.  He  died 
March  2nd,  1831,  and  she  died  Derembcr  12th,  1836.  They 
had  a  family  of  seventeen  children,  all  of  whom  were  married. 

4298 IV  MARTIN,  HENRY,  way  bora  in  Lancaster 
County,  FennBylvania,  February  J6th,  1794^  and 
died  on  liis  farm  now  in  possession  of  his  son,  Elias, 
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June  8th,  1853.  He  was  married  to  Catharine, 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Magdalena  (Bricker)  Miller.

He  is  noi  a 
sensational  preacher  but  addresses  the  judgment  of  man  as  well 
as  the  feelings,  and  his  sermons  abound  in  arguments  and  reason- 
ings, listened  to  with  admiration  by  all  who  are  willing  to  be 
spiritually  instructed.  His  personal  appearance  is  in  his  favor, 
being  of  medium  height,  well  proportioned  and  rather  fleshy,  a 
square,  even  forehead  and  of  a  pleasing  countenance.  His 
deportment  is  easy  and  dignified.  Of  late  he  has  suffered  sbme 
from  heart  disease  and  rheumatism,  so  much  so  that  he  has  been 
unable  to  attend  to  his  ministerial  duties.  Let  as  all  unite  in 
wishing  him  a  speedy  recovery  and  that  he  may  be  spared  for 
many  years  to  come  to  administer  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  his 
followers.     The  bishop  has  a  family  of  ten  children,  viz:

They  resided  on  a  farm 
near  Jordan,  Lincoln  County,  Ontario,  where  he 
died  December  6th,  1893.  Their  family  consisted 
of  four  children,  namely:  VI  Franklin,  VI  Judson 
(dead),  VI  Ellen,  married  to  Courtland  High,  and 
VI  Mary,  married  to  Aaron  Weaver. 

4625  V  MARTIN,.  JOHN  W.,  the  fifth  son  of  Abram  B. 
and  Barbara  (Weaver)  Martin,  is  married  to  Sarah 
Clemens.  They  reside  on  Henry  Wanner's  old 
place  near  the  Wanner  Mennonite  Meeting  House, 
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about  a  mile  west  of  Hespeler.    Their  family  con- 
sists of  four  children,  viz: 

4626  VI  MARTIN,  MARY  ANN,  is  married  to  George 
D.  Ellis,  a  farmer.  This  reside  at  Thedford,  Lamb- 
ton  County,  Ontario. 

4627  VI  MARTIN,  EMELINE,  is  married  to  George 
Copeland,  an  insurance  agent.  They  reside  in 
Hamilton,  Ontario.

4630  V  MARTIN,  DANIEL,  the  sixth  son  of  Abram 
B.  and  Barbara  (Weaver)  Martin,  died  aged  about 
4  years. 

4631  V  MARTIN,  BARBARA  W.,  the  youngest  child 
of  Abram  B.  and  Barbara  (Weaver)  Martin,  died 
aged  17  days. 
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(The  old  spelling  was  Meschter.) 

4632 1  MESCHTER,  GREGORIUS,  the  progenitor  of 

this  numerous  family,  was  a  native  of  the  Palatinate,  Germany, 
where  he  was  born  about  the  year  1696.  He  was  a  man  of  great 
piety,  of  indomitable  courage  and  energy  of  character,  and  was 
in  possession  of  considerable  means.  The  principal  cause  of  his 
emigrating  to  America  was  a  desire  to  dwell  among  his  co-re- 
ligionists, the  "Schwenkfelders,"  who  had  formed  several  settle- 
ments in  Montgomery  and  other  counties  in  Pennsylvania  at  a 
very  early  date.  In  1734,  he  and  his  wife,  Maria  Krauss,  emi- 
grated to  America  and  settled  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  they  resided  until  their  deaths.  He  died  December 
1 6th,  1775,  and  she  died  November  loth,  1756.  To  them  was 
born  a  family  of  seven  children,  the  eldest  of  whom  was  born  on 
the  Atlantic  Ocean  while  coming  to  America.  The  rest  were  all 
born  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania.  The  names  are  as 
follows: 

4633 II  MASTER,  CHRISTOPHER,  was  bom  on  the 
Atlantic  Onean,  in  June,  1734.    He  was  married  to

resided  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  opposite 
Pottetown,  Montgomery  County.  To  them  were 
bom  ten  children,  viz: 

4634  m  MASTER,  SUSANNAH,  was  bom  Febmary 
20th,  1767,  and  died  May  2nd,  1767. 

4635  III  MASTER,  MARIA,  was  bom  March  10th,  1768, 
and  died  October  18th,  1769. 

4636  III  MASTER,  DAVID,  was  bom  September  13th, 
1769,  and  died  December  20th,  1774. 
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4637  III  MASTER,  CHRISTINA,  was  bom  December 
24th,  1771,  and  died  December  2nd,  1775. 

4638  III  MASTER,  GEORGE,  was  bom  in  1774,  and 
died  January  2nd,  1775. 

4639  III  MASTER,  REGINA,  was  bom  September  26th, 
1776,  and  died  in  February,  1800.  She  was  married, 
in  1798,  to  Daniel  Yocom. 

4640  III  MASTER,  CHRISTOPHER,  was  bom  March 
13th,  1778. 

4641  III  MASTER,  MAGDALENA,  was  bom  June 
17th,  1780,  and  died  July  26th,  1856.  She  was 
married  to  Daniel  Yocom,  husband  of  her  deceased 
sister,  Regina. 

4642  III  MASTER,  JOHN,  was  bom  June  22nd,  1783. 

4643  III  MASTER,  ISAAC,   was  born  January  23rd, 

1787,  and  died  in  Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  June  21st,  1853. 
On  May  nth,  1809,  he  was  married  to  Mary,  daughter  of  Abra- 
ham Clemens.  She  died  May  26th,  1870.  Mr.  Master  was  the 
only  member  of  the  family  who  settled  in  Canada.  He  with  his 
wife  and  family  of  four  children  moved  to  this  country  in  1819 
and  settled,  September  19th,  on  lot  No.  i,  ist  Concession,  lower 
block,  Waterloo  Township,  about  halfway  between  Preston  and 
Gait.     Here  they  raised  a  large  family,  viz: 

4644  IV  MASTER,  JOHN,  the  eldest  son  of  Isaac  and 

Mary  (Clemens)  Master,  was  born  in  Chester  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, March  7th,  18 10.  He  came  to  Canada  with  his  parents 
when  nine  years  of  age.  On  October  30th,  1830,  he  was  mar- 
ried to  Nancy  Stauffer  who  was  born  August  4th,  181 1,  and 
died  May  13th,  1843.  After  her  decease  he  was  married  to 
Catharine  Reichert,  April  30th,  1844.  She  was  bom  in  this 
county,  May  15th,  181 1.  After  his  marriage  he  resided  on  a 
farm  near  that  of  his  father's  where  he  remained  several  years. 
Being  persuaded  by  some  parties  to  quit  the  life  of  an  husband- 
man and  begin  that  of  an  inn-keeper,  he  left  the  farm  now  in 
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possession  of  James  Cowan  and  moved  to  Dundas  where  he 
took  possession  of  the  old  hotel  known  as  "Peter  Bomberger's," 
a  great  resort  for  travellers  from  all  parts  of  the  northern  and 
western  counties.  But  being  brought  up  to  the  business  of 
agriculture  he  soon  became  so  disgusted  with  the  life  of  "inn- 
keeping"  that  after  the  short  stay  of  six  months  he  disposed  of 
his  business  in  Dundas  and  returned  to  Waterloo,  the  county  of 
his  adoption.  After  his  return  he  settled  in  Wilmot  Township, 
several  miles  west  of  New  Dundee,  on  the  farm  now  in  posses- 
sion of  John  Master,  his  grandson.  From  here  he  moved  to 
Plattsville,  Oxford  County,  where  he  resided  until  1891,  thence 
to  Berlin  where  he  and  his  aged  partner  are  spending  the  evening 
of  their  lives  with  their  son  Isaac,  ex-M.  P.  P.  Here  they  have  a 
pleasant  home  and  the  loving  care  of  all.  To  him  and  his  first 
wife  was  born  a  family  of  six  children,  viz: 

4645  V  MASTER,  8 ALLIE  ANN,  the  eldest,  was  bom 
February  6th,  1833.  On  February  7th,  1849,  she  was 
married  to  Jacob,  son  of  old  Jacob  Shupe.  They 
reside  in  the  town  of  Gait  where  he  is  engaged  as  a 
pattern  maker.  Their  family  consisted  of  two 
children,  namely:  John,  bom  November  18th,  1849, 
died  some  years  ago,  and  Wellington,  bom  February 
20th,  1854.  He  is  a  merchant  and  resides  in  the 
town  of  Gait 

4646  V  MASTER,  ISAAC,  the   eldest  son,  was  born 

March  19th,  1835.  His  boyhood  days  were  spent  on  his  father's 
farm.  His  early  opportunity  for  the  acquisition  of  learning  being 
very  limited,  his  attainments  in  this  particular  were  confined  to 
the  common  branches  of  an  education  taught  in  our  country 
schools,  limited  to  those  months  in  the  winter  when  the  duties 
on  the  farm  were  not  so  pressing.  He,  however,  acquired  the 
habit  of  improving  every  leisure  moment  during  the  more  busy 
season  of  the  year,  and  though  the  duties  of  farm  life  kept  him 
trom  school,  it  did  not  keep  him  from  his  books.  After  arriving 
-at  the  age  of  maturity  he  chose  farming  as  the  calling  of  his  life

and  settled  several  miles  west  of  New  Dundee  on  the  farm  now 
in  possession  of  his  son.  Here  he  resided  until  October,  1891, 
when  he  moved  to  Berlin.  Mr.  Master  having  his  mind  well 
schooled  and  disciplined  in  the  knowledge  of  all  our  political  insti- 
tutions in  the  varied  systems  which  prevail  under  the  constitu- 
tions and  legislation  of  the  different  provinces  of  our  dominion, 
early  identified  himself  with  the  Liberal  or  Reform  party  and  has 
up  to  the  present  remained  faithful  to  the  noble  principles 
advocated  by  the  Liberal  Government.  At  the  general  conven- 
tion held  at  Doon  some  time  in  February,  1877,  for  the  purpose 
of  selecting  a  candidate  to  represent  the  S.  R.  of  the  county  of 
Waterloo  in  the  provincial  government,  Mr.  Master  was  unan- 
imously chosen  as  the  standard  bearer  of  the  Reform  party  and 
on  March  5th,  1877,  he  wa^  elected  member  of  the  Provincial 
Parliament  by  a  handsome  majority.  He  was  the  representative 
in  the  Local  House  for  the  S.  R.  of  this  county  until  October, 
189 1,  when  he  was  appointed  registrar  for  the  county  of  Waterloo. 
He  is  married  to  Lydia  Ann,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Nancy 
(Ziegler)  Fried.     To  them  was  born  a  family  of  ten  children,  viz: 

4647  VI  MASTER,  MARIA,  was  bom  December  8th, 
1858.  She  is  unmarried  and  resides  home  with  her 
parents. 

4648  VI  MASTER,  JOHN  FRANKLIN,  was  born  Octo- 
ber 5th,  1860.  He  was  married  twice,  first  to  Lizzie 
Hallman  and  after  her  decease  to  Maria  Histand. 
They  reside  in  Wilmot  Township,  about  three  miles 
west  of  New  Dundee,  where  he  owns  a  beautiful 
farm. 

4649  VI  MASTER,  NANCY,  was  born  March  24th,  1862, 
and  died,  August  31st,  1882.

On  September  9th,  1856,  she  was  married  to  Jacob

died  in  Berlin,  May  2nd,  1876.  After  the  decease  of 
Mr.  Levan  she  was  married  to  Edward  Roat,  April 
2nd,  1878.  To  her  and  her  first  husband  were  bom 
four  children,  viz: 

VI  ISAAC  M.  was  bom  June  30th,  1867,  and  was 
married  to  Emma  Sanderson,  July  20th,  1887.  He 
is  a  graduate  of  the  Toronto  University  and  is  now 
engaged  by  the  board  of  that  institute  as  one  of  its 
lecturers.  They  reside  in  the  city  of  Toronto.  See 
Isaac  M.  Levan. 

VI  WILLIAM  E.  was  bom  July  7th,  1863,  and 
died  September  17th,  1863. 

VI  ALBERT  E.  was  bom  September  12th,  1869, 
and  died  September  12th,  1872. 

VI  JAMES  S.  was  bom  May  23rd,  1874.  He  is  a 
book-keeper  and  resides  in  Berlin. 

4659  V  MASTER,  LEVI,  was  bom  in  Waterloo  County, 

near  New  Dundee,  Ontario,  February  8th,  1841.  His  days  of 
youth  were  spent  with  his  father  on  the  farm.  When  a  mere  lad 
he  became  animated  with  a  thirst  for  learning.  But  the  schools 
of  his  time  were  of  an  inferior  kind  and  afforded  none  of  the 
facilities  now  attainable  in  acquiring  the  rudiments  of  education. 
Schools  then  were  kept  open  only  a  few  months  during  the 
winter.  Consequently  he  received  at  school  nothing  but  the 
ordinary  instruction  which  farmers'  sons  of  that  period  usually 
received.  The  information  thus  received  laid  the  foundation  of 
a  good  education.  By  the  time  he  attained  the  age  of  seventeen 
or  eighteen  years  he  passed  his  examination  as  a  public  school 
leacher.  He  followed  teaching  for  a  number  of  years.  Later  he 
entered  the  ministry  of  the  M.  E.  Church.  In  1869  ^c  moved  to

They 
landed  at  Philadelphia  and  soon  wended  their  way  to  Lancaster 
County  where  they  had  intended  to  settle,  but  immediately  after 
their  arrival  in  their  new  home  the  parents  died,  leaving  two  sons 
named  II  William  and  II  Henry.

NANCY,  was  married  to  William  Put- 
nam,  and  resided  in  Wisconsin.  Nothing  heard  of 
her  for  quite  a  time.    She  may  be  dead. 
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The  Moyer  family  of  eastern  Pennsylvania  is  so  large  that  it  must 
be  traced  to  numerous  ancestors  of  the  same  name.  We  find  the 
name,  however,  variously  written  in  old  manuscripts,  as  MoycTj 
Myer,  Myers,  Meyer,  Meier,  and  Maier,  which  was  originally  all 
the  same  name.  I  Christian  Moyer,  the  ancestor  of  some  of  the 
Moyers  in  Salford  and  other  townships  of  Montgomery  County 
and  also  of  those  of  Bucks  County,  came  to  Pennsylvania  at  a 
very  early  datef  and  purchased  his  farm  containing  150  acres  in 
1718  or  19.  This  farm  was  located  in  Lower  Salford.  His 
family  consisted  of  the  following  children,  namely:  II  Christian, 
II  Jacob,  II  Samuel,  II  Elizabeth,  II  Anna,  and  II  Barbara. 
The  eldest  son  (II  Christian)  of  named  family,  was  bom  about 
the  year  1705  and  died  about  the  year  1787,  His  family  con- 
sisted of  nine  children,  namely:  III  Christian,  III  Jacob,  III 
Esther,  III  Samuel,  III  Anna,  HI  Maria,  III  Veronica,  III 
Esther,  and  III  Barbara.

He  inherited 
the  old  homestead  with  buildings  and  improvements  together 
with  100  acres  of  land.     Thic  he  sold  after  possessing  it  for  five

Shortly  after  the  purchase  of  the  seventy  acres  there 
were  other  thirty  acres,  adjoining  his,  offered  for  sale,  and  following 
the  advice  of  his  friends  who  promised  to  advance  him  the 
money,  he  also  purchased  those  thirty  acres.  This  together  with 
his  former  purchase  made  him  the  possessor  of  one  hundred 
acres  of  land.  Soon  property  depreciated  in  value  and  he  could 
not  meet  his  payments,  neither  would  his  friends  who  had  made 
such  smooth  promises  come  to  his  assistance.  The  result  was, 
he  was  financially  ruined.

When  only  fifteen 
years  of  age  he  commenced  to  teach  a  public  school  and  spen' 
some  four  or  five  years  between  teaching  in  winter,  helping  on 
the  farm  in  summer,  and  engaging  in  some  minor  business  afifairs. 
When  about  twenty  ytars  old  an  event  transpired  which  was  the 
means  of  changing  the  whole  tenor  and  ambition  of  his  after  life. 
.Becoming  convinced  that  life  would  be  a  great  failure  without  the 
love  of  Christ  in  his  heart,  he  gave  himself  to  the  Saviour  of 
men  and  became  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  which 
he  has  been  an  active  and  zealous  member  ever  after.  He  had  a 
strong  desire  to  do  what  good  he  could  to  his  fellowmen  and 
very  soon  commenced  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  local  preacher. 

f  While  unloading  a  load  of  gravel  on  Foundry  Street,  Berlin,  one  of  the  horses  kicked 
him,  causing  instant  death* 
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He  then  attended  Victoria  University,  at  that  time  located  in 
Cobourg,  Ontario,  for  four  years  and  graduated  in  arts,  receiving 
the  degree  of  B.  A.,  and  three  years  later  that  of  M.  A.  He 
spent  three  years  as  a  travelling  preacher,  but  owing  to  failing  of 
health  and  other  considerations,  satisfactory  to  his  own  mind,  he 
decided  to  devote  himself  to  newspaper  life,  having  for  some 
years  acted  as  correspondent  of  a  number  of  leading  religious 
and  secular  papers  in  Canada  and  the  United  States,  all  his 
articles  being  of  more  than  ordinary  ability  and  gladly  accepted. 
In  spring  of  1866  he  purchased  the  Waterloo  Chronicle  which  he 
conducted  for  some  four  years  and  greatly  increased  the  number 
of  its  subscribers,  the  amount  of  its  business  and  financial  value. 
During  the  first  of  these  years  he  wrote  a  history  or  sketches  of 
the  early  setdements  and  pioneers  of  Waterloo  and  published 
them  in  a  series  of  articles  in  that  paper.  They  were  highly 
interesting  and  have  been  made  the  foundation  for  all  succeeding 
attempts  to  write  larger  or  shorter  accounts  of  these  early  eventful 
times.  Disposing  of  his  Waterloo  business,  he  purchased  a  daily 
paper  in  St.  Catharines  which  he  successfully  carried  on  for  eight 
years.  Having  a  good  offer  to  dispose  of  that  establishment,  he 
accepted  it  and  then  returned  with  his  family  to  his  native 
county  and  shortly  after  started  the  Berlin  Daily  News  of  which 
he  is  still  editor  and  proprietor.  He  is  a  fluent,  independent  and 
vigorous  writer,  intensely  in  earnest,  thoroughly  Canadian  in  all 
his  feelings  and  aspirations,  and  never  fails  to  make  his  readers 
understand  what  he  means.  His  domestic  life  has  been  unusu- 
ally happy.  In  1868  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth  H.,  the  eldest 
daughter  of  the  late  William  Ardagh,  alderman  and  contractor, 
Toronto,  and  they  have  been  blessed  with  nine  bright  children 
who  are  all  alive  at  this  time  of  printing.  Mr.  Moyer  has  for 
many  years  been  an  efficient  and  able  member  of  the  municipal 
council  of  the  town  of  Berlin  and  has  never  failed  to  use  his  best 
energies  to  advance  its  interests  and  promote  its  growth.  There 
are  few,  if  any,  public  improvements  in  the  town  which  have  not 
had  his  strong  advocacy  and  help.  He  has  also  held  a  number 
of  other  offices  of  trust,  the  duties  of  which  he  has  always  faith, 
fully  attended  to.     He  is  a  member  of  ^  number  of  benefit  and 
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fraternal  societies,  arid  in  some  of  them  from  year  to  year  a  rep- 
resentative, officer  and  active  worker  in  their  supreme  councils. 
For  nearly  forty  years  he  has  been  an  official  and  active  worker 
in  the  Methodist  Church,  and  has  been  a  lay  delegate  in  a  num- 
ber of  annual  conferences  and  of  the  last  general  conference, 
the  highest  court  and  only  legislative  body  of  that  great  church. 
Mr.  Moyer  has  had  a  very  busy  life,  a  large  part  of  his  work 
being  done  under  the  disadvantage  of  being  a  great  sufferer  for 
many  years  from  feeble  health  and  chronic  rheumatism.  The 
names  of  his  children  are  as  followc:  VIII  Alice,  VIII  Mary, 
VIII  William,  married  to  Minnie  Wagner,  VIII  Ellen,  VIII 
Ada,  VIII  Charles,  VIII  Edward,  VIII  Lillie,  and  VIII  Herbert.

She  was  born  in  Lincoln  County,  Ontario,  March  i6th,  i833» 
and  died  near  Freeport,  Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  September 
ist,  1881.  After  Mr.  Moyer's  marriage  he  resided  on  his  father's 
old  homestead  where  he  was  engaged  in  farming.  Some  twenty 
years  ago  he  moved  to  Waterloo  County  where  he  has  since 
resided.  At  present  he  has  his  home  with  Mr.  John  Erb  near 
Berlin.

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4882 1  MOSSER,  JACOB,  was  one  of  the  early  pioneer 

settlers  of  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  to  which  his  father 
had  moved  from  Switzerland  at  a  very  early  date.  We  find  that 
they  were  members  of  the  Mennonite  faith  which  may  have  been 
the  cause  of  their  settling  in  Lancaster  County.  At  so  late  a 
date  and  in  the  absence  of  all  records  it  is  hard  to  obtain  all  the 
desired  information  pertaining  to  this  family.  We  could  not 
obtain  names  of  parents  of  I  Jacob.  Tradition  has  it  that  his 
name  was  Peter  and  that  he  emigrated  to  America  about  the  year 
1754.  His  family  is  said  to  have  consisted  of  seven  or  eight 
children.  We  know  the  names  of  but  two,  namely:  I  Anna,  born 
February  Sth^  1748,  and  died  May  8tb,  1823,  who  was  married 
to  old  Henry  Wanner  (See  Henry  Wanner's  family),  and  I 
Jacob,  who  was  born  about  the  year  1751.  He  resided  in  Lan- 
caster County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  married  and  had  a  family. 
The  names  of  two  of  the  children  were  II  Jacob  and  II  Peter. 
Of  II  Jacob  we  have  no  information,  quite  likely  his  descendants 
are  yet  residing  in  Lancaster  and  adjoining  counties  of  Pennsyl- 
vania.    Of  II  Peter  we  have  more  information,  viz:

The  two  old  pioneer  settlers  of  this  numerous  family  were  David 
and  Frederick  who  were  no  relatives  to  each  other.  They  came 
to  Canada  in  1819  and  settled  in  Waterloo  County.  The  former, 
Mr.  David  Musselman,  settled  in  Woolwich  Township,  near

5156 1  REIST,  PETER,  the  pioneer  of  this  numerous 

family,  was  born  in  Switzerland  about  the  year  1700.  During 
the  early  days  of  his  boyhood,  religious  persecutions  were  carried 
on  most  severely  against  all  nonconformists.  When  twenty  years 
of  age  he  fled  to  the  Palatinate  for  shelter.      Here  he  remained 
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three  years,  working  at  his  trade  (linen  weaving).  While  at  the 
Palatinate  lie  formed  an  acquaintance  with  Anna  Clara  Beyer 
whom  he  married  in  1723.  Soon  after  their  marriage  they 
emigrated  to  America  and  settled  in  Penn  Township,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  built  for  himself  and  wife  a  small 
cabin  near  Kissel  Hill,  but  the  land  on  which  it  was  built  was 
claimed  by  one  named  Witmer.  He  relinquished  possession  of 
this  and  went  about  two  miles  north-west  where  he  took  posses- 
sion of  six  hundred  acres  of  land;  two  hundred  acres  of  this 
tract  are  still  in  possession  of  John  and  Jacob  Reist,  great-great- 
grandsons  of  the  first  old  settler.  Mr.  Reist's  family  consisted  of 
seven  children,  viz:

5159 II  REIST,  CHRISTIAN,  was  born  in  1780.  He 
was  married  but  died,  leaving  no  heirs. 

5160  II  REIST,  JACOB,  was  bom  in  1732.  He  was 
killed  on  Braddock's  field  near  Pittsburgh,  Pennsyl- 
vania, July  9th,  1755. 

5161 II  REIST,  ANN,  was  born  in  1734.  Nothing 
known  of  her  descendants. 
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5162  n  REI8T,  MAGDALENA,  vafi  born  in  1735.  She 
left  no  heirs. 

5168  n  REI8T,  ABRAHAM,  the  youngest  son  of  I 
Peter  and  Anna  Reist,  was  bom  in  1737.  His 
family  consists  of  three  sons,  namely:  III  John,  HI 
Abraham,  and  HI  Christian.  The  descendants  of 
the  two  younger  sons  are  residents  of  Lancaster 
CJounty,  Pennsylvania,  while  those  of  III  John  are 
nearly  all  to  be  found  in  Canada.  We  shall  now 
follow  III  John's  family. 

6164  in  REIST,  JOHN,  was  born  July  18th,  1763.     On 

December  28th,  1790,  he  was  married  to  Susannah  Huber  who 
was  born  May  21st,  1771,  and  died  September  15th,  1850.  In 
May,  1826,  they  with  their  large  family  moved  to  Canada  and 
settled  in  Waterloo  County,  near  the  village  of  Bridgeport,  on  the 
farm  now  possessed  by  John  Stroh.

proved  fruitless.  We  know  of  one  sister  he  had,  named  Barbara, 
who  was  born  in  1753,  and  died  in  Waterloo  County  in  1820.

5322  I  ROAT,  JOHN,  was  bom  in  Montgomery  County, 

Pennsylvania,  about  the  year  1802.  He  was  the  son  of  Henryt 
Roat  whose  parents  emigrated  to  Pennsylvania  from  the  Palati- 
nate about  the  year  1763.     While  yet  a  boy  he  learned  the  trade 

t  Mrs.  Isaac  Eby  informed  the  writer  that  she  remembers  heanng  old  Mr.  Roat  speak- 
in  of  his  father,  Henry,  and  staling  that  his  grandfather  came  to  America  years  before  he 
(Henry)  was  bom. 
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of  harness  making  and  soon  became  a  renowned  expert  at  his 
trade.  When  quite  a  young  man  he  made  up  his  mind  to  leave 
his  native  state  and  seek  his  home  elsewhere.  Shortly  thereafter 
he  bid  adieu  to  his  parental  home  and  travelled  northward.  He 
came  to  Canada  and  finally  settled  in  Berlin,  Ontario,  where  he 
soon  set  to  work  at  his  trade.  His  shop  was  situated  a  little  to 
the  east  of  the  Market  Hotel.  Here  he  carried  on  his  business 
until  the  time  of  his  death  which  took  place  in  August,  1854. 
In  1830  he  was  married  to  Sarah,  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Eliza- 
beth (Horst)  Sauer.  She  was  born  September  5th,  1805,  and 
is  still  living  with  one  of  her  children.

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5327  n  ROAT,  SARAH,  is  married  to  Charles  Lutz,  a 
merchant.  They  reside  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  where 
he  has  his  place  of  business.  They  have  a  family 
of  several  children.    See  Charies  Lutz's  family. 

5328  II  ROAT,  HENRY,  is  married  to  Melvina  Bow- 
man (No.  434)  and  resides  in  the  city  of  Guelph 
where  he  is  engaged  in  the  Wine  business.  His 
family  consists  of  four  children,  namely:  III  George, 
III  Louisa,  III  Ella,  and  III  May. 

5329  II  ROAT,  EDWARD,  followed  harness  making 
for  a  number  of  years  but  owing  to  the  small  profits 
derived  from  the  business,  he  quit  harness  making 
and  commenced  life  as  a  commercial  traveller.  At 
present  he  is  travelling  for  D.  Hibner  &  Co.,  manu- 
facturers of  parlor  furniture,  etc.  Mr.  Roat  was 
first  married  to  Maggie  Wilson  and  after  her  de- 
cease to  Hannah  Master,  widow  of  the  late  Jacob 
Levan.  He  resides  in  Berlin  and  has  a  family  of 
several  children. 

5330 II  ROAT,  HANNAH,  the  youngest  in  the  family, 
was  born  in  Berlin  in  1849.

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53311  ROSENBERGER,  DANIEL,  was   one   of   the 

four  Rosenbergers  who  settled  in  Montgomeiy  County,  Pennsyl. 
vania.  He  was  a  native  of  Zweibriicken,  Germany,  where  he 
was  born  about  the  year  17 15.  When  a  young  man  of  about 
twenty  years  of  age  he,  with  others,  emigrated  to  America  and 
settled  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania.  We  find  that  he 
purchased  a  tract  of  land  near  a  place  called  Hockertown  in 
T740,  and  another  of  200  acres  in  1769,  just  two  years  before  his 
death.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Mennonite  body  and  as  we 
have  been  informed  attended  the  Line  Lexington  church  for 
worship.  Tradition  has  it  that  he  had  settled  for  a  brief  period 
near  the  county  line  of  Montgomery  and  Bucks  Counties,  on  the 
place  now  in  possession  of  Samuel  Rosenberger.  From  here  he 
moved  to  the  place  now  in  possession  of  Henry  Rosenberger 
where  he  erected  a  stone  house.  Here  he  died  in  1771.  He 
had  a  family  of  several  children,  the  names  of  some  were  II 
David,  n  Daniel,  II  Isaac,  II  Ann,  and  II  Mary. 

5332  II  ROSENBERGER,  DANIEL,  a  son  of  I  Daniel, 

the  old  progenitor,  was  born  about  the  year  1744.  He  resided 
in  the  same  locality  as  his  father  where  he  was  engaged  in  farming.

•  Mary,  and  III  Elizabeth. 

5333  III  ROSENBERGER,  ABRAHAM,  son  of  Daniel 
Rosenberger,  settled  in  Providence  Township,  where 
he  raised  a  family.  The  names  of  four  have  been 
banded  to  us,  namely:  IV  Benjamin,  IV  Jac5ob,  IV 
Susannah,  and  IV  Elizabeth.

^(Now  Scheifle  is  spelled  Schcifley,  Shifley,  and  Shyflee.)

SCHORG. 

(Now  spelled  by  some  Shirk  and  others  Sherk.) 

The  motive  that  impelled  old  Joseph  Schoerg,  the  ancestor  of 
this  numerous  and  widely  scattered  family,  to  seek  the  shores  of 
the  American  continent,  was  undoubtedly  caused  by  tUe  fearful 
persecutions  raised  against  all  non-conformists  in  central  and 
northern  Europe.  This  caused  the  emigration  of  so  many  of  the 
pioneer  fathers  to  the  "Land  of  the  Free"  where  no  cruel  perse- 
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cution  was  waged  against  any  whose  forms  Of  worship  differed 
from  that  of  the  "State  Party."  Pennsylvania  proved  to  be  a 
place  of  refuge  for  these  people  who  came  hither  in  great  numbers 
during  the  early  colonial  days.  Here  they  might  worship  God 
according  to  their  views  of  the  teaching  of  the  Bible.  As  to 
nationality  the  old  progenitor  was  a  native  of  Switzerland  where 
he  was  born  at  an  early  date.  On  September  27th,  1727,  the  old 
progenitor  with  his  son,  Joseph,  and  others,  came  to  America 
and  settled  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania. 

5595  II  SCHCERG,  JOSEPH,  son  of  the  old  progenitor, 

was  born  in  Switzerland  and  was  probably  four  years  of  age  when 
his  father  emigrated  to  America.  On  March  24th,  1761,  he  was 
married  to  Barbara  Kaufmann.  To  them  was  born  a  numerous 
family  of  which  the  descendants  of  John,  Joseph  and  Casper  are 
to  be  found  in  Canada  while  the  descendants  of  the  others  are 
scattered  over  the  whole  of  the  United  States  and  even  Mexico 
and  Alaska. 

5596  III  SCHCERG,  JOHN,  was  born  in  April,  1761,  and 
died  in  1792.  He  was  married  to  Elizabeth  (No.  915), 
daughter  of  old  Samuel  Betzner.  They  resided  in 
Franklin  County  where  one  child  was  born  unto 
them  namely  IV  Samuel.  After  the  decease  of 
John  Schorg  the  widow  was  married  to  her  de- 
ceased husband's  brother,  viz: 

5597  lU  SCHCERG,  JOSFPH,t  was  bom  in  Franklin 
County,  Pennsylvania,  February  3rd,  1769.  He 
came  to  Canada  in  fall  of  1799,  and  in  spring,  1800, 
he  with  his  wife  and  family  of  five  children  settled 
on  lot  No.  11,  B.  F.  Beasley  Block,  S.  R.,  on  the 
banks  of  the  Grand  River,  opposite  Doon.  Here 
they  raised  a  family  of  ten  children.

5598 IV  SHERK,   SAMUEL,   was   born   in   Franklin 

County,  Pennsylvania,  April  19th,  1792.     On  August  20th,  1815,

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he  was  married  to  Magdalena  Break  (No.  1169)  who  was  born 
April  3rd,  1796,  and  died  September  8th,  1862.  After  their 
marriage  they  settled  on  the  east  side  of  the  Grand  River  about 
two  miles  south  of  Breslau.  In  1866  Mr.  Sherk  left  his  old 
home  and  moved  to  near  Caledonia,  Kent  County,  Michigan, 
where  he  spent  the  evening  of  his  life.  During  his  whole  life  he 
was  a  true  follower  of  His  Master  and  a  worthy  member  of  the 
River  Brethren  Church,  so  that  he  may  be  classed  with  the  good 
and  remembered  with  the  just.  He  departed  his  well  spent  life 
September  17th,  1874.     His  family  consisted  of  ten  children,  viz:

Amanda,  VI  Reuben,  VI  Erville,  VI  Adah,  and  VI 
Allan  (died  in  infancy). 

5606  V  SHERK,  REV.   ABRAHAM,  was   born   May 

6th,  1832.  When  a  young  man  he  prepared  himself  for  the 
ministry.  He  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  ministry  about  the 
year  1859.  During  the  early  part  of  his  pastoral  duties  he 
labored  in  behalf  of  the  Canada  Conference  of  the  U.  B. 
Denomination  but  sotoe  twenty  years  ago  he  moved  to  Michigan 
where  he  has  been  doing  a  noble  work  for  His  Master.  At 
present  he  is  stationed  at  East  Ashford,  New  York,  where  he  is 
still  engaged  in  the  active  ministry.

of  his  Master.  The  conference  has  stationed  him  on  different 
fields  of  labor  and  on  every  field  he,  by  the  help  of  God,  has 
proved  himself  an  able  minister.

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5799  II  SCHMIDT,  REV.  GEORGE  R.,  son  of  John 

and  Catharine  (Riehl)  Schmidt,  was  born  in  Muhlhausen,  Alsace, 
November  23rd,  1809,  and  died  September  12th,  1882.  His 
death  was  caused  by  the  upsetting  of  his  buggy,  at  the  railway 
crossing  a  little  east  of  Baden,  from  which  he  received  injuries 
proving  fatal  a  few  hours  after  its  happening.  He  had  an  older 
brother  named  John  and  a  sister  named  Catharine.  His  parents 
suffered  greatly  during  the  wars  of  Napoleon  I  and  again  during 
the  year  181 7  when  there  was  almost  a  total  failure  of  crops  in 
Europe  and  America,  thus  causing  a  great  scarcity  of  food  for 
both  man  and  beast.  During  these  trials  the  father  died.*  His 
death  took  place  in  August,  1817.  In  1819  the  mother  was 
married  again  to  Jacob  Linhart.  After  the  old  homestead  which 
the  father  had  erected  was  sold,  the  parents  moved  to  a  place 
called  Bischols,  some  miles  distant  from  their  former  home.  The 
second  union  was  blessed  with  four  children,  named  Jacob,  Mar- 
garet, Christian,  and  Maria.  On  March  6th,  1828,  they  left  the 
old  country  and  emigrated  to  America  and  arrived  at  Buffalo, 
New  York,  on  May  6th  of  same  year.  From  Buffalo  they  came 
to  Canada  where  the  father  rented  a  farm.  The  two  sons,  John 
and  George,  worked  among  the  neighbors  to  earn  money  to  assist 
their  step-father.  In  January,  1829,  these  two  sons  with  but  50 
cents  money  in  their  pockets,  made  a  journey  on  foot  of  over  100 
miles.  They  came  to  Waterloot  where  John  engaged  himself  to 
Jacob  Schneider*  for  one  year  and  George  engaged  himself  to 
Joseph  Goldschmitt  of  Baden  for  3  months  at  the  rate  of  $8.00 
per  month.  He  worked  on  the  saw  mills  situated  where  now  the 
Baden  woollen  mills  are.  After  being  in  the  county  for  several 
months  he  returned  home  with  his  and  his  brother  John's  wages- 
This  money  was  given  to  their  parents.  In  October,  1829,  he 
returned  to  Waterloo  and  engaged  himself  to  Rev.  Benjamin  Eby 

f  Their  parents  resided  in  Welland  County,  not  very  far  from  Buffalo, 
*  Farmer  and  miller  at  Waterloo, 
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for  one  year  at  the  rate  of  $10.00  per  month.  Later  on  he  and 
his  brother  John  purchased  lots  Nos.  12  and  13,  in  the  township 
of  Wilmot,  'consisting  of  four  hundred  acres,  of  which  they  gave 
one  hundred  acres  to  their  father.  George  was  engaged  in  clear- 
ing land  for  various  parlies  at  the  rate  of  $io.op  per  acre.  In 
August,  1831,  he  returned  home  where  he  was  married  on  the 
14th  day  of  the  same  month  to  Salome  Becker.  After  his  mar- 
riage he  again  came  to  Waterloo  and  finished  the  "chops"  he  had 
commenced  the  previous  spring.  In  October  he  and  his  brother 
John  who  had  been  in  the  services  of  Jacob  Schneider  for  several 
years,  returned  home,  George  to  fetch  his  wife  and  John  to  get 
married  to  the  woman  of  his  choice,  namely,  Margaret  Roth  who 
resided  in  Buffalo.  This  marriage  took  place  in  November, 
1831.  In  1832  they  all  returned  to  their  farms  in  Wilmot  Town- 
ship where  the  mother  died  in  July,  185 1,  aged  68  years.  Cath- 
arine, the  only  sister  of  George  and  John  Schmidt,  was  born 
March  25th,  1814,  and  was  married  December  25th,  1835,  to 
Martin  Anthes.  She  had  a  family  of  five  children,  of  whom 
three  are  still  living.  John  was  born  November  ist,  1806,  and 
died  March  12th,  1882.  He  had  a  family  of  tweWe  children,  of 
whom  seven  are  still  living.  George  was  ordained  minister  of 
the  church  of  his  choice,  the  Mennonite,  April  12th,  1840.  He 
was  a  true  and  faithful  worker  for  His  Master.  Many  an 
eloquent  sermon  did  he  preach  and  was  highly  esteemed  by  all 
who  knew  him.  It  proved  a  great  loss  to  the  church  to  lose 
such  an  active  and  able  worker  as  he  was,  but  let  us  hope  tha^. 
our  earthly  loss  may  prove  to  be  his  eternal  gain.  He  was  mar' 
ried  to  Salome  Becker  who  was  born  February  28th,  181 1,  and 
died  November  21st,  1887.  They  had  a  family  of  thirteen  chil- 
dren, viz:

SCHNEmER. 


In  examining  the  "Colonial  Records"  of  Philadelphia  we  find 
that  quite  a  number  of  Schneiders  came  from  various  parts  of 
central  Europe  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania.  In  volume  No.  4, 
page  59,  we  find  that  one  hundred  and  fifty  emigrants  from  the 
Palatinate  (Pfaltz)  and  other  places  of  Europe  came  in  the  vessel 
"Harle"  of  London.  Among  this  numV)er  we  find  the  progenitor, 
Johannes  Schneider.      These  together  with  old  "Hannes"  Qo- 
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hannes)  were  qualified,  i.  e.  because  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  and 
subject  to  the  Crown,  His  Majesty  King  George  II,  in  September, 
1736.  Johannes  Schneider  or,  as  tradition  has  it,  Johannes 
Jacob  Schneider,  to  distinguish  him  from  his  relative  who  bai> 
pened  to  have  the  same  name,  Jacob  being  added  to  know  that 
he  was  Jacob's  (his  father's  name)  '*Hans"  and  not  Michael's  (his 
uncle's)  "Hans,"*  was  born  about  the  year  1697.  To  whom  he 
was  married  cannot  be  ascertained  at  so  late  a  date.  Owing  to 
his  strict  adherence  to  the  Protestant  faith  he  was  subjected  to 
the  same  tests  and  fiery  i)ersecutions  as  what  his  co-religionists 
were.  Early  in  the  year  1736!  he  left  his  native  home  and  set 
sail,  with  others,  for  London,  England,  thence  to  America  where 
they  landed  in  August  of  the  same  year  and  were  naturalized  a 
few  days  later.  In  September  he  with  his  wife  and  family  moved 
to  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  they  settled  on  a  large 
tract  or  land.  When  old  Johannes  Schneider  died  is  not  known, 
neither  what  number  of  children  he  had.  We  know  of  two  sons, 
Jacob  and  Christian.  There  may  have  been  others  but  the  de- 
scendants of  Jacob  never  knew  of  more  than  Christian. 

58131  SCHNEIDER,  JACOB,  was  born  in  the  Pala- 
tinate,  in  1727  or  1730,  came  to  this  country  when  a 
mere  lad  and  was  raised  in  Lancaster  County,  Penn- 
sylvania. When  some  twenty  years  of  age  he  was 
married  to  a  Maria  Herschi  (now  Hershey),  a 
descendant  of  Andrew  Hershey  who  settled  in 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1719.  This 
marriage  took  place  on  April  1st,  1755.  They  had  a 
family  of  fifteen  children,  viz: 

5814  II  SCHNEIDER,  BARBARA,  was  born  February 
16th,  1756.  She  was  married  to  Christian  Ehrhart 
They  resided  in  the  neighborhood  of  Sporting  Hill, 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  she  died 
Marrii  15th,  1821,  leaving  a  family  of  six  children.

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5815  II  SCHNEIDER,  ANNIE,  was  bom  March  2lBt, 
1767,  and  died  March  30th,  1757. 

5816  II  SCHNEIDER,  CHRISTIAN,  was  bom  August 

28th,  1758.  In  1789  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Christian  and  Maria  (Scherch)  Erb  (See  No.  2777).  She  was 
born  in  Warwick  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania, 
January  23rd,  1770,  and  died  in  Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  Sep- 
tember 29th,  i8i8.  In  1806  they,  in  company  with  others, 
emigrated  to  Canadi:  and  settled  in  Waterloo  County,  Ontario, 
near  where  now  is  the  village  of  Doon.  Here  he  resided  for  a 
number  of  years.  It  was  his  intention  to  construct  a  dam  across 
the  creek  flowing  through  his  plantation  and  have  a  grist  mill 
erected  thereon.  But  in  order  to  have  the  desired  "head  of 
water"  he  found  that  the  **back  water"  would  flood  a  few  acres  of 
Mr.  Biehn's  swamp  adjoining  that  of  his  (Mr.  Schneider's)  prop- 
erty. This,  although  worth  nothing,  or  comparatively  little,  Mr, 
Biehn  would  not  sell  to  Mr.  Schneider  and  thus  prevented  the 
building  of  a  grist  mill.  Mr.  Schneider  died  August  6th,  1850, 
leaving  a  family  of  eleven  children,  viz: 

5817  m  SNIDER,  JACOB  C,  was  bom  in  Fi^anklin 

County,  Pennsylvania,  February  19th,  1791.  On  July  21st,  181 2, 
he  was  married  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  and  Anna  (Scho- 
walter)  Cressman.  She  was  born  in  Montgomery  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, June  loth,  1791,  and  died  in  Waterloo,  Ontario, 
January  12th,  1879.  Soon  after  his  marriage  he  moved  on  his 
farm  a  little  to  the  west  of  the  town  of  Waterloo  where  he  resided 
until  his  death.  Not  many  years  after  his  arrival  in  Waterloo 
County  he  purchased  the  mill  property  belonging  to  the  estate  of 
Abraham  Erb.  Here  he  was  engaged,  besides  farming,  in  the 
milling  and  saw-mill  business  and  later  erected  the  distillery. 
He  died  June  19th,  1865,  leaving  a  family  of  nine  children,  viz: 

5818  IV  SNIDER,  MARY,   was  born  May  19th,  1818, 
and  died  November  9th,  1813. 

5819  IV  SNIDER,  REV.  ELIAS,  was  born  September

he  was  not  only  a  practical  miller  but  also  a  thorough  business  man. 
In  1851  he  purchased  from  the  late  Barnabas  Devitt  the  large 
farm  containing  310  acres  of  land  for  ^1500  and  in  1853  he  pur- 
chased the  large  grist  mills  now  in  possession  of  Wm.  Snider  & 
Co.,  together  with  320  acres  of  land  for  ;;^35oo.  In  1854  he 
agr.in  sold  the  large  real  estate  in  the  town  of  Waterloo  and  pur- 
chased the  "Mussdman  Farm"  about  one  mile  north  of  Waterloo, 
to  which  place  he  then  moved.  In  i860  he  purchased  the 
German  Mills  together  with  669  acres  of  land.  The  same  year 
he,  in  company  with  Samuel  S.  Schneider,  regained  possession  of 
the  Waterloo  Mills  and  continued  in  business  until  1879  when 
they  sold  out  to  the  present  proprietors.  Mr.  Snider  now 
retired  from  business.  On  November  loth,  1835,  ^^  was  mar- 
ried to  Hannah,  daughter  of  John  and  Hannati  (Bergey)  Binge- 
man.  She  was  born  August  ist,  181 5,  and  died  December  23rd, 
1893.  In  1874  Mr.  Snider  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the 
Mennonite  body  which  position  he  held  until  his  death  which 
took  place  April  24th,  1890.  His  family  consisted  of  twelve 
children,  viz:

Some  years  ago  he  also  purchased  th'e  New 
Dundee  Mills  and  has  since  been  conducting  both  mills  with  the 
greatest  of  success.  Besides  being  the  proprietor  of  the  two 
large  mills,  he  has  large  interests  in  various  other  lines  of 
business.  In  politics  Mr.  Snider  favors  the  principles  of  the 
Liberal  Party  whose  representative  he  has  been  in  the  Local 
House  from  June,  1881,  (after  Mr.  Springer's  resignation)  until 
the  dissolution  of  that  body  in  1894  when  he  declined  to  be 
again  the  standard  bearer  of  the  Liberal  Party.

The  long  summer  months  were  engaged  in  perform- 
ing such  duties  generally  allotted  to  the  juvenile  race,  while  the 
winter  time  was  engaged  in  attending  the  public  school  of  the 
neighborhood  where  he  received  such  an  education  generally 
furnished  by  those  schools.  When  a  young  man  he  joined  the 
church  of  his  choice,  the  Mennonite,  of  which  body  he  is  held  in 
high  esteem  for  his  many  noble  qualities.  On  June  24th,  1892, 
he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the  Mennonite  Church.

They  reside  in  Peabody,  Kansas,  and 
have  a  large  family  but  names  of  children  were  not 
received. 

6432 II  SCHRODER,  ADAM,  is  married  to  Anna 
Klein  and  resides  in  Dakota  where  he  is  engaged  in 
the  meat  business.    They  have  a  family. 

64S3II  SCHRODER,  MARY,  is  married  to  George 
Menger.  They  reside  in  Fergus,  Ontario,  where 
he  is  proprietor  of  a  hotel.  Their  family  is  as 
follows,  namely:  III  William,  III  Charles,  III 
George,  III  Franklin,  III  Maria,  III  Alfred,  III 
Elma,  and  III  Ametta. 

6434 II  SCHRODER,  AMOS,  a  shoemaker  by  trade,  was 
married  to  Hannah  Kostof.  They  resided  in  Berlin 
where  he  died  in  1894.  To  them  were  born  three 
children,  namely:  III  Archibald,  HI  Ivanhoe,  and 
III  Edward. 

6435 II  SCHRODER,  SIMEON,  a  carpenter  by  trade, 
is  married  to  Regina  Kostof.  They  reside  in  Berlin 
where  he  is  engaged  in  one  of  the  factories.  To 
them  are  born  three  children,  namely:  III  Bella,  III 
liaura,  and  III  Milton, 
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SGHUH. 

(Now  spelled  Shuh.) 

6436 1  SCHUH,  JACOB,  one  of  the  original  settlers  of 

York  County,  Pennsylvania,  came  from  Holland  with  his  wife 
and  family  in  the  year  1720.  After  spending  several  months  in 
Germantown  he  went  to  Lancaster  County  where  he  resided  for 
several  years,  thence  moved  to  York  County,  near  York,  the 
county  town.  Here  he  settled  in  1729.  lo  whom  he  was  mar- 
ried and  what  number  of  children  he  had  could  not  be  ascer- 
tained. The  names  of  some  of  the  children  were  II  Joseph,  H 
Philip,  n  Henry,  and  H  Anna.  No  trace  of  the  last  three 
named  nor  of  their  descendants  can  be  given. 

6437  II  SCHUH,  JOSEPH,  was  bom  in  1717.  He  re- 
tained the  old  homestead  of  his  father,  Jacob 
Schuh,  and  had  a  family  of  several  children.  He 
died  in  1795.    One  of  his  sons  was  named  HI  Jacob. 

6438  III  SCHUH,  JACOB,  was  born  in  1755  and  resided 
on  the  old  "Schuh  Farm"  in  York  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. It  is  not  known  to  whom  he  was  married, 
neither  what  number  of  children  he  had.  We 
know  the  names  of  two  sons,  IV  Henry  and  IV 
Jacob,  and  one  daughter  was  married  to  John 
Keller.    Of  Jacob  nothing  is  known. 

6439  IV  SCHUH,  HENRY,  eldest  son  of  Jacob  Schuh, 

was  born  March  22nd,  1785.  On  October  13th,  1807,  he  wa-> 
married  to  Mary  Kaufman  who  wac  born  August  17th,  1788,  and 
died  July  27th,  1854.  In  spring,  1824,  he,  with  wife  and  family 
of  seven  children,  moved  from  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  to 
Canada  and  settled  in  Waterloo  County,  Ontario.  They  first 
located  on  the  "Eschelman  Farm"  east  of  Berlin,  now  possessed 
by  Henry  S.  Boehmer.  Here  they  resided  one  year,  then,  in 
1825,  he  purchased  a  farm  two  miles  east  of  Berlin^  now  pos- 
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sessed  by  Cyrus  Cressman,  to  which  place  he  then  moved. 
Their  family  consisted  of  ten  children,  of  whom  the  three  young- 
est were  born  in  this  county.  He  was  an  ordained  minister  of 
the  Mennonite  body  whom  he  served  faithfully  unto  his  end. 
He  died  in  Hay  Township,  Huron  County,  while  engaged  in 
fulfilling  his  ministerial  appointments.  Whil*  taking  refresh- 
ments at  the  home  of  one  of  his  friends  he  had  a  stroke  of 
paralysis  causing  instant  death.  His  death  took  place  January 
8th,  1837. 

6440  V  SHUH,  ANNA,  the  eldest  of  named  family,  was 
bom  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  December  31st, 
1808.  On  June  8th,  1830,  she  was  married  to  George 
D.  Shoemaker,  a  farmer.  She  has  had  a  family  of 
ten  children,  of  whom  six  are  still  living.  Her 
death  took  place  August  20th,  1895.  See  George 
D.  Shoemaker's  family. 

QUI  V  SHUH,  CATHARINE,  was  born  March  29th, 
1811.  On  June  11th,  1835,  lightning  struck  her 
father's  house,  instantly  killing  her.  She  was  not 
married. 

6442  V  SHUH,  MARY,  was  bom  July  19th,  1813,  and 
died  May  4th,  1832. 

6443  V  SHUH,  BENJAMIN,  was  born  November  15th, 

1815.  In  1824  he  came  to  Canada  with  his  parents  and  worked 
for  old  Abraham  Kolb  for  one  year,  then  he  went  to  Tobias 
Kolb's.  After  being  at  the  latter  place  for  some  time  he  went  to 
Preston  where  he  engaged  himself  to  Joseph  Erb,  proprietor  of 
the  Cambridge  Mills.  Here  he  remained  eight  years  in  all.  He 
was  one  year  with  Samuel  Bowman  of  Blair.  On  December  4th, 
1849,  he  was  married  to  Leah,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth 
(Wagner)  Bergey.  She  was  born  January  24th,  1824,  and  when 
a  mere  infant  she  was  adopted  by  old  David  Shantz  who  resided 
on  the  east  end  of  lot  No.  1,  German  Company's  Tract,  Waterloo 
County,  where  she  was  raised  and  still  resides  with  her  son,

Among  the  early  settlers  of  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania, 
we  find  the  name  of  Schwartz.  The  progenitor  of  this  family 
was  I  Abraham  Schwartz,  a  native  of  the  Palatinate,  Germany. 
He  came  to  America  probably  as  early  as  1740  and  settled  in 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania.  We  find  that  he  was  a 
bishopt  of  the  Mennonite  body  and  when  advanced  in  years  the 
good  old  man  lost  his  eyesight  and  became  perfectly  blind,  but 
he  still  continued  to  fulfil  his  ministerial  duties4  He  would 
have  some  one  to  read  a  portion  of  scripture  from  which  he 
would  select  his  text  for  the  occasion.  His  faithfulness  in  the 
fulfilment  of  his  ministerial  duties  under  such  difficulties  is 
indeed  commendable.  No  one  could  give  the  writer  any  inform- 
ation in  regard  to  the  family  of  Bishop  Schwartz.  All  that  could 
be  ascertained  was  that  one  of  his  grandchildren,*  named  Chris- 
tian, moved  to  Canada,  who  proves  to  be  the  progenitor  of  the 
family  of  that  name. 

6468  III  SCHWARTZ,  CHRISTIAN,  was  bom  in 
Toiiamencin  Township,  Montgomery  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, August  20th,  1784.  He  was  married  to 
Sophia  Ruth  who  was  born  August  23rd,  1787,  and 
died  February  23rd,  1880.

65321  SHANTZ,   JACOB,    was  born   in   Switzerland 

about  the  year  1710.  Owing  to  religious  persecutions,  he,  with 
others,  left  their  native  home  and  went  to  Holland  where  they 
had  the  promise  of  protection  from  the  persecuting  [xirties  by 
the  Prince  of  Orange.  Here  he  lived  some  fifteen  years.  Seeing 
so  many  of  his  co-religionists  emigrating  to  America,  besides 
being  informed  of  the  proclamation  issued  by  William  Penn,  he 
at  last  decided  to  emigrate  to  America  and  settle  among  his  co- 
religionists. He  crossed  the  ocean  in  a  vessel  named  "Towns- 
head"  and  landed  safely  at  Philadelphia  in  the  summer  of  1737. 
He  may  have  resided  in  Germantown  for  some  time.  In  the 
year  1745  we  find  him  and  his  family  located  in  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania.  What  number  of  children  he  had  could 
not  be  ascertained.  We  know  that  he  was  married  twice.  The 
children  of  his  first  wife  were  II  Isaac,  II  Esther,  and  II  Susan- 
nah, and  from  his  second  wife  we  have  the  record  of  only  one 
son  named  II  Christian.  Old  Jacob  Shantz  died  in  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania,  February  5th,  1781,  aged  a  few  months 
less  than  71  years.  He  was  buried  in  the  Sprogell  Cemetery, 
beside  Magdalena,  his  first  wife. 

6533  II  SHANTZ,  ESTHER,  was  married  to  Abraham

They  had  a  family  of  nine  chil- 
dren, eight  of  whom  they  raised.  Their  names  are  as  follows:

one  of  her  great-grandchildren.  Here  she  resided  until  her 
death  which  took  place  September  25th,  1820.  tShe  was  of  tn 
amiable  disposition,  rather  small  in  statue  but  robust  and  of 
a  quick  turn.  At  60  years  of  age  she  would  mount  her  pony  like 
a  young  man.  She  is  buried  in  the  Christian  Eby  Burial 
Ground,  Berlin,  Ontario.  We  shall  now  give  the  descendants  of 
Isaac  Shantz.

By  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  everything  was  put  in  its  proper 
place  and  everybody  felt  happy  and  well  at  home  except  Joseph 
who  stood  outside  the  house  and  wept  bitterly,  being  sick  of  the 
wild  and  romantic  life  and  wishing  himself  home  at  Pottstown 
again.  So  much  did  he  weep  that  his  mother  came  out  to  speak 
words  of  comfort  to  him,  upon  which  he  said,  "O  mother,  what 
made  you  leave  our  beautiful  home  and  come  here  where  there  is 
nothing  but  bush  and  flies?

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The  Shellys  are  of  English  descent  and  originally  belonged  to 
the  Non-conformists  who  were  subjected  to  so  many  trials  and 
privations  during  the  Stuart  Period  that  many  of  their  number 
left  their  native  home  (England)  and  emigrated  to  Holland, 
while  others  went  to  the  Palatinate  and  Switzerland  where  they 
could  serve  God  according  to  their  views  of  the  teaching  of  the 
Bible.  Among  the  number  who  thus  came  to  Switzerland  in  1657 
we  find  the  name  of  "Shelly"  whose  given  name  was  not  received. 
He  resided  the  remainder  of  his  life  in  the  land  of  his  adoption 
where  he  died  leaving  a  family.  We  know  the  name  of  only  one 
of  the  sons,  namely:  II  Abraham  who  was  married  to  a  Swiss 
lady  and  raised  quite  a  family,  all  of  whom  lived  and  died  in 
Switzerland  save  his  youngest  son,  also  named  III  Abraham  who 
was  born  about  the  year  1703  and  came  to  America  in  1727  or 
1730,  and  settled  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1734,  where 
he  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  from  the  government.  To 
•whom  he  was  married  and  the  number  of  children  in  his  family 
cannot  be  ascertained  at  so  late  a  date.  We  know  that  one  of 
his  sons  was  named  IV  Abraham  and  that  he  was  born  in  Bucks 
County,  Pennsylvania,  about  the  year  1736.  He  was  married 
and  raised  a  family  of  several  children,  all  of  whom  settled  in 
their  native  state.

born  in  Canton,  Berne,  Switzerland,  and  when  a  lad  of  twelve 
years  of  age  he,  in  company  with  his  parents  and  others,  moved 
to  Pfaltz,  Germany,  where  they,  with  other  co-religionists,  were 
promised  freedom  to  worship  the  God  of  their  fathers  according 
to  their  views  of  the  Bible.  After  residing  here  some  twenty 
years  they  were  subjected  to  the  same  persecutions  as  they  were 
in  Switzerland.  Owing  to  the  continual  persecutions  by  the  state 
party  for  not  conforming  to  the  church  of  the  state,  the  old  pro- 
genitor after  the  decease  of  his  parents  turned  his  face  towards 
America,  to  which  place  he  emigrated,  for  he  had  full  confidence 
in»the  proclamations  of  William  Penn  who  had  proclaimed  that 
all  could  worship  the  God  of  their  fathers  according;  to  their 
views  of  the  teaching  of  His  Word  and  the  dictates  of  their 
conscience.  Such  privileges  cjur  worthy  ancester,  Jacob  Shoe- 
maker, considered  a  complete  recompense  for  all  his  losses  and 
privations  in  forsaking  his  frieads,  acquaintances,  and  native 
home.     In  May,  1737,  he  landed  at  Philadelphia  and  settled  for 
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a  few  years  in  Germantown.  In  spring,  1743,  he  moved  to 
Lower  Salford  Township,  Montgomery  County,  PennsylvanL 
All  attempts  made  to  ascertain  his  exact  date  of  birth,  to  whom 
he  was  married  and  when  he  died  proved  fruitless  owing  to  ihc 
fact  that  the  family  Bible,  together  with  other  records,  were  bumi 
with  the  house  in  which  his  son  resided.

A  year  after  the  decease  of 
his  son,  John,  who  died  in  January,  1828,  he,  in  company  with 
his  son  John's  wife  and  three  youngest  children,  and  also  h.s 
daughter,  Mary,  and  her  husband,  George  Bechtel,  and  iamily. 
moved  to  Canada.  They  first  came  to  Waterloo  to  his  grandson, 
Jacob  S.  Shoemaker.  For  some  time  old  Jacob  had  his  boirc 
with  his  son  John's  widow  and  his  daughter,  Mary,  but  aftc 
Jacob  S.  Shoemaker,  his  grandson,  had  his  house  built  in  Bridge 
port,  tie  made  his  home  with  him  where  he  died  November  ic 
1847,  aged  93  years,  3  months,  and  22  days.  He  was  buried  2: 
the  Mennonite  burial  ground,  east  end  of  the  town  of  Bcr-- 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Mennonite  body. 

7005 IV  SHOEMAKER,  JOHN,  the   eldest  son,  was 

born  in  Frederick  Township,t  Montgomery  County,  Pennsy' 
vania,  May  12th,  1775.  ^^  spent  his  boyhood  days  on  bi 
father's  farm  and  during  the  busy  times  he  assisted  bis  ^her  ir 
the  mill.  On  May  2nd,  1797  he  was  married  to  Mary  Shanu* 
who  was  born  March  13th,  1775,  and  died  April  6th,  1866,  age' 
91  years  and  23  days.  They  commenced  farming  on  his  fathers 
old  place  where  they  resided  until  his  death.  They  had  a  fami 
of  nine  children,  of  whom  two  died  young.  During  the  yti* 
1827  he  met  with  an  accident  which  ultimately  brought  i 
dropsy  and  other  diseases  causing  his  death  which  took  pb:^ 
January  3olh,  1828. 

7006  V  SHOEMAKER,  JACOB  8.,  the  eldest  of  JoL: 

Shoemaker's  children,  was  born  April  24th,  1798.  He,  n::* 
quitting  school,  entered  his  father's  mill  where  he  was  enga^:-: 
until  1820  when  he  became  desirous  to  seek  his  fortune  in  :: 
then  much-spoken-of  Canada.  He  came  to  Abraham  Erb,  Wax 
loo,  some  time  during  the  spring  of  1820.  He,  being  a  pract; 
miller,  and  just  the  man  required  to  manage  the  grist  mill  of  •' 
place,  remained  in  Abraham  Erb's  service  as  miller  for  nearly  :^

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years  when  he  and  William  Hunsberger  returned  to  Pennsylvania 
to  visit  their  parents  and  friends.  After  making  a  sojourn  of  a 
few  months  they  returned  the  same  spring.  Mr.  Shoemaker 
again  assumed  the  management  of  the  Waterloo  mills.  On  July 
2nd,  1822,  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Schneiderf  who  was  born 
in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  January  2nd,  1802,  and  died 
in  Preston,  November  26th,  1876.  Some  time  after  their  mar- 
riage he  ard  his  wife  went  home  to  Pennsylvania  on  a  visit. 
During  this  visit  he  ordered  the  large  clock,  now  in  possession  of 
his  daughter,  Elizabeth.  His  father  brought  it  with  him  when  he 
paid  a  visit  to  Canada  in  1826.  Some  time  during  the  year  iSaj 
or  1828  he  purchased  lot  No.  59,  German  Company's  Tract,  and 
afterwards  became  the  founder  of  Bridgeport.  In- 1829  he  con- 
structed the  large  dam  and  erected  the  sawmills  still  standing. 
In  1830  he  erected  the  large  roller  mills  now  in  possession  of 
Messrs  Shirk  and  Snider.  He  resided  in  the  town  of  Waterloo 
until  1830  when  he  moved  to  Bridgeport.  Here  he  soon  became 
proprietor,  besides  the  extensive  mills  and  sawmills,  of  a  store, 
woollen  mills  and  distillery.  In  1840  he  built  the  large  house 
now  possessed  by  Mrs.  Veronica  Horst.  During  the  great 
financial  depression  all  over  the  province  in  185 1,  besides  other 
difficulties  never  fully  investigated,  he  is  said  to  have  failed.  He 
then  moved  to  Preston  to  his  son-in-law,  Joel  Clemens,  from 
there  to  Blenheim  Township,  Oxford  County,  where  he  erected  a 
sawmill  and  did  a  successful  business.  His  last  days  were  spent 
with  his  daughter,  Barbara  (Mrs.  H.  Huber  of  Berlin),  where  he 
died  March  20th,  1875.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  the 
Mennonite  burial  ground  at  the  east  enc^  of  Berlin.  They  had  a 
family  of  eleven  children,  viz:

He  left  no  family  and  after  his  death  the  widow 
came  to  Canada  and  was  afterwards  married  to  John  Baumann  of 
the  town  of  Waterloo  where  they  resided  until  their  death.

of  John  Shoemaker,  was  born  March  21st,  1805.  She  never 
came  to  Canada  but  lived  all  her  days  in  Montgomery  County. 
She  was  married  to  John  Roat  who  was  born  July  14th,  1799, 
and  died  October  31st,  1869.  They  had  a  large  family.  Afier 
her  husband's  death  she  had  her  home  with  her  daughter,  Mary, 
who  resided  in  Pottstown,  Pennsylvania,  where  she  died  Novem- 
ber i2th,  1877. 

7021  V  SHOEMAKER,  MARY,  the  second  daughter 
of  John  Shoemaker,  was  bom  May  28th,  1808.     She 
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came  to  Canada  in  August,  1828.  On  October  11th, 
1829,  she  was  married  to  Michael  Myers  who  was 
bom  August  24th,  1803,  and  died  March  11th,  1879.

7022  V  SHOEMAKER,  JOSEPH,  was  bom  September

He  carried  on  business  in  Bridgeport  for  some 
time,  thence  he  moved  to  Berlin  from  which  place  he  moved  to 
Three  Rivers,  Michigan,  where  he  died  January  6th,  1891.  He 
was  married  twice,  first  to  Margaret  W.  Knickerbocker,  Aiigust 
I  St,  1 84 1.  She  was  born  October  9th,  18 19,  and  died  at  Bridge- 
port, March  i8th,  i860.  After  the  decease  of  his  first  wife  he 
was  married  to  Elizabeth  Louisa  Knickerbocker  at  Schoolcraft, 
Michigan  May  15th,  1864.

7036  VI  SHOEMAKER,  MARGARET  W.,  was  bom  in 
Bridgeport,  March  18th,  1860.  On  November  29th, 
1877,  she  was  married  to  John  W.  Wright.  They 
reside  in  Three  Rivers,  Michigan. 

7037  VI  SHOEMAKER,  SARAH  E.,  was  bom  June 
7th,  1866,  and  died  December  23rd,  1870. 

7038  VI  SHOEMAKER,  CATHARINE  M.,  was  bom 

August  29th,  1868. 

7039  VI  SHOEMAKER,  GRACE  W.,  was  bom  Sep- 
tember 9th,  1872. 

7040  VI  SHOEMAKER,  ALICE  A.,  was  bora  March 
5th,  1874. 


7041 IV  SHOEMAKER,  GEORGE,  was  bom  in  Mont- 

gomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  February  6th,  1778.  On  March 
19th,  .1799,  he  was  married  to  Mary  Detweiler  who  was  born 
May  loth,  1775,  ^"^  ^'^^  September  22nd,  1850.  After  he  was 
married  he  moved  in  the  house  situated  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Swamp  Creek,  towards  the  old  school  house,  while  his  fathers 
residence  and  the  mill  were  on  the  east  side.  Here  he  was  en- 
gaged in  the  woollen  mills,  carding,  fulling  and  dying  wool  and 
yarns.     He  was  a  woollen  manufacturer   by  trade.     Here  he 
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resided  until  1 804,  thence  he  moved  to  Pottstown,  on  old  Isaac 
Shantz's  farm,  from  there  he,  with  his  small  family,  in  1806 
moved  to  a  place  where  he  remained  for  one  year,  thence  he 
moved  to  Skippaclc  where  he  remained  fi\e  years.  In  181 2  he 
moved  to  Benjamin  Reiff  in  Lower  Salford  Township,  and  after- 
wards to  John  Reiff  where  they  resided  until  spring,  1825,  when 
he  with  his  wife  and  three  sons  and  a  daughter,  namely;  Jacob 
and  wife,  Daniel,  Joshua,  and  Catharine,  moved  to  Canada. 
They  resided  for  a  short  time  after  their  arrival  here  in  this 
county,  on  old  Christian  Schneider's  farm  one  mile  south  of 
Breslau.  In  fall  of  the  same  year  they  moved  on  the  farm  (lot 
No.  119,  G.  C.  T.)  now  possessed  by  his  son,  George  D.  Shoe- 
maker. Here  they  resided  until  their  death.  He  died  Novem- 
ber 24th,  1864.     They  had  a  family  of  ten  children,  viz: 

7042  V  SHOEMAKER,  JACOB  D.,  the  eldest  son  of 

George  Shoemaker,  was  born  on  his  grandfather's  place  near  the 
old  mills  on  Swamp  Creek,  Frederick  Township,  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania,  November  24th,  1799.  His  boyhood 
days  were  spent  in  assisting  his  father  in  the  woollen  mills,  card- 
ing and  dying  wool  and  yarns.  From  his  fifteenth  to  his  eight- 
eenth year  he  was  engaged  in  the  grist  and  oil  mills  and  during 
the  wool  season  he  assisted  his  father  in  the  carding  mills* 
When  eighteen  years  of  age  he  hired  himself  to  John  Funk  who 
durinej  that  time  had  the  misfortune  of  having  his  dwelling  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  Shoemaker  losing  all  his  earthly  possessions 
except  the  clothing  he  wore  at  the  time.  After  quitting  at  John 
Funk's  in  the  fall  of  1 818,  he  obtained  work  for  a  short  time  in  a 
tannery  near  Pottsgrove.  In  spring  of  1819  he  attended  school 
for  six  weeks  in  Lower  Salford  Township,  Montgomery  County. 
During  the  summer  he  labored  for  six  months  with  David  Alle- 
bach,  in  Skippack  Township,  at  $12  per  month.  He  paid  out  of 
his  wages  $50  annually  to  his  parents  until  he  became  of  age. 
After  having  served  his  six  months  he  attended  school  another 
six  weeks  in  Lower  Salford  Township.  His  teacher's  name  was 
Mr.  Eprsch.  This  then  finished  his  school  days.  In  1820  he 
engdf^d   himself  to  Abraham  Clemens  where  he  remained  for 
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two  years,  receiving  $So  for  the  first  year's  wages  and  $72  for 
the  second  year.  During  the  year  1722  he  worked  for  George 
Reiff  of  Skippack  Township,  for  $80  per  year.  The  following 
year  he  spent  in  working  by  the  day  among  the  farmers.  On 
November  i8lh,  1823,  he  was  married  to  Jane,  daughter  of 
Alexander  Dunbar.  She  was  raised  by  Jacob  Merkley  who  re- 
sided on  the  Perkiomen  Creek,  Skippack  Township,  Montgomery' 
County,  Pennsylvania.  In  spring  of  1824  he,  in  company  with 
his  wife  moved  to  Josc|)h  Lowery  in  Skippack  whose  farm  he 
managed  for  five  years.  He  received  one-third  of  the  product 
oi  the  farm  as  wages  for  his  labor  and  management.  The  annual 
income  thus  derived  generally  amounted  to  about  $80.  In  1829 
they  with  their  family  of  two  children,  his  parents,  and  two  of  his 
brothers  and  one  sister,  namely,  Daniel,  Joshua  and  Catharine, 
moved  to  Canada  and  came  to  what  is  now  Bridgeport.  Here 
he  was  engaged  with  Jacob  S.  Shoemaker  who  had  corae  10 
Canada  in  1820.  During  the  fall  of  1829  he  worked  on  the  saw- 
mills erected  the  same  year.  While  engaged  here  he  purchased 
pine  logs  from  Henry  Erb  who  resided  on  lot  No.  58,  German 
Company's  Tract,  and  had  them  sawed  during  the  winter  and 
drawn  on  his  farm  where  he  had  a  small  shanty  put  up.  Into 
this  shanty  they  moved  in  April,  1830.  The  year  previously  he 
had  purchased  his  farm,  being  south-west  half  of  lot  No.  19, 
German  Company's  Tract,  containing  224  acres.  During  his 
first  year  on  this  extensive  farm  large  clearings  were  made  and  a 
two-story  log  dwelling,  24x28  feet,  erected.  The  log  bam  was 
erected  the  year  following.  In  185 1  he  erected  the  stone  dwel* 
ling  now  occupied  by  hi?  son,  Alexander,  and  in  1842  he  put  up 
the  large  frame  barn  still  standing.  He  is"  still  living  and  en- 
joying good  health  and  has  his  home  with  his  son,  Alexander 
who  resides  on  the  old  homestead.  His  family  consisted  of  ten 
children,  of  whom  two  died  in  infancy.  Their  names  are  as 
follows: 

7043  VI  SHOEMAKER,  MARY  ANN,  was  bom  in 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  November  7th, 
1824.    She  came  to  Canada  when  in  her  flflh  year. 
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She  has  left  one  heir,  Reuben  Bowman  who  was 
born  August  3rd,  1852,  and  is  manied  to  Louisa 
Geiger.  They  reside  in  Berlin,  Ontario.  She  died 
July  28th,  1876. 

7044  VI  SHOEMAKER,  DAVID,  was  bom   January 
31st,  1827,  and  died  October  15th,  same  year. 

7045  VI  SHOEMAKER,  ELIZABETH,  was  bom  Oc- 
tober 12th,  1828,  and  died  April  4th,  1854.  She  was 
married  to  John  Schiedel  February  27th,  1853,  and 
had  one  child  named  Mary  Ann  who  was  bom 
March  13th,  1854,  and  died  at  her  grandfather 
Shoemaker's  place,  August  5th,  1860. 

7046  VI  SHOEMAKER,  MARTHA,  was  born  June 
9th,  1831.  She  was  married  to  Henry  McKay,  April 
9th,  1855.  They  reside  in  Aldborough  Township, 
Elgin  County,  where  he  is  engaged  in  farming. 
They  had  a  family  of  nine  children,  of  whom  one 
is  dead.

SPRINGER. 


If  there  is  a  self-made,  self-educated  man  in  the  town  of  Berlin, 
that  man  is  our  worthy  sheriff,  Mr.  Moses  Springer,  who  never 
had  a  year's  schooling  in  his  life,  but  was  left  an  orphan  at  ten 
years  of  age  and  thrown  entirely  upon  his  own  resources.  He 
was  a  son  of  Benjamin  Springer,  merchant  and  afterwards  farmer, 
and  Mary  Rykeman,  a  prominent  member  of  the  Mennonite 
Church,  and  was  born  in  the  township  and  county  of  Waterloo,* 
Ontario,  August  24th,  1824.  His  father  was  born  near  Pough- 
keepsie,  New  York,  and  died  of  cholera  in  Blenheim  Township, 
Oxford  County,  Ontario,  August  i6th,  1834,  and  his  mother  died 
of  the  same  dreaded  disease,  August  30th,  1834.  His  great 
grejU-grandfather,  Charles  Christopher  Springer,  a^Jiative  of  Hol- 
land, an  ordained  bishop,  was  sent  to  Stockholm,  Sweden,  where 

*  Neur  Blair  on  the  farm  lately  owned  by  Deacon  John  Z.  Detweiler. 
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he  was  created  a  baron  and  where  Mr.  Springer's  great-grand- 
father first  saw  the  h'ght  of  day.  After  being  well  advanced  in 
his  studies  the  younger  Mr.  Springerf  was  sent  to  London, 
England,  to  complete  his  theological  studies.  After  having  com- 
pleted the  same,  he,  without  the  consent  of  his  parents,  crossed 
the  ocean  and  came  to  Wilmington,  Delaware,!  where  he  built 
the  first  church,  a  stone  structure  which  is  still  standing,  and 
preached  there  for  a  number  of  years.  The  grandfather  of  our 
Sheriff,  Rev.  David  Springer,  was  born  in  Wilmington,  Delaware, 
and  was  also  educated  for  the  ministry  of  the  Episcopal  Churchy 
He  was  a  loyalist  during  the  revolutionary  troubles  and  while 
stationed  near  Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  he  was  shot  in  his  own 
yard  soon  after  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  was 
married  to  *  Margaret  Oliver,  a  native  of  Paris,  France,  and  had 
a  family  of  nine  children.  Soon  after  her  husband's  death,  the 
widow  with  her  family  left  Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  and  emi- 
grated to  the  wilds  of  Canada  and  finally  settled  at  Hamilton, 
Ontario,  where  she  died.  One  of  her  sons,  Benjamin,  as  already 
stated,  settled  in  Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  and  finally  in  Oxford 
County,  where  he  died.  As  good  luck  would  have  it  Mr, 
Springer  (sheriff)  early  fell  into  the  hands  of  a  Mennonite,  after- 
wards a  minister  and  bishop,  Joseph  Hagey,  a  noble-souled  man, 
by  whom  he  was  raised.  Not  satisfied  with  the  little  knowledge 
he  had  picked  up  at  odd  intervals  in  a  public  school,  he  was 
proffered  gratuitous  aid  by  an  honest,  and  kind-hearted  Scotch- 
man, William  Collins,  to  give  him  night  lessons.  Mr.  Springer 
farmed  until  he  was  twenty  years  of  age,  taught  school  off  and  on 
for  seven  years,  was  for  a  number  of  years  engaged  in  surveying, 
subsequently  was  a  general  merchant  and  latterly  has  been  en- 
gaged in  the  conveyancing,  insurance  and  general  business.      He 

t  The  younger  Mr.  SprinRcr  was  a  Liberal  and  never  had  the  least  desire  to  associate 
with  the  nobility,  hence  his  desire  to  corne  to  America  and  associate  with  his  countrymen  who 
had  settled  in  Delaware,  then  called  New  Sweden, 

I  He,  although  the  son  of  a  Haroii,  worked  for  his  pa-isage  across  the  ocean. 

•  She  was  of  aristocratic  parentage.  Her  m  >tli  -r  died  when  she  was  born  and  after  she 
arrived  .it  the  a^e  of  niaiurity  >hc  wmn  married  to  a  iiohleman  and  three  months  after  their 
marriage  the  bloody  persecutions  of  I'ari^  l/roke  out.  She  .and  her  husband  left  in  disguise 
for  America.  After  l)ein>;  out  on  a  voyai^e  for  several  days,  h;  returned  with  a  homeward* 
bound  vess<»l,  promising  to  meet  her  in  .\iieri._a  after  i!ie  restoration  of  peace,  but  this  was 
the  last  of  him.  It  is  supposed  that  he  lo>t  hib  life  durint;  the  civil  disturbances.  The  wife 
continued  her  journey  and  caine  to  I*oughkeepsie,  New  York,  where  she  purchased  a  large 
tract  of  land  with  the  money  willed  to  her  by  her  father. 
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assisted  in  establishing  the  Waterloo  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany and  was  its  president  for  seven  years.  In  1852  be  was 
appointed  a  magistrate  for  the  town*  of  Waterloo  and  was  elected 
first  Reeve  for  the  said  town*  in  1857  which  position  be  held  for 
fifteen  years,  and  when  Waterloo  was  incorporated  as  a  town  in 
1876,  be  was  elected  the  first  mayor  and  re-elected  the  next  year 
without  opposition  and  afterwards  retired.  Nobody  took  more 
interest  in  the  progress  and  general  welfare  of  W^a^erloo  than  Mr. 
Springer  or  has  done  more  solid  work  in  its  municipality  and  that 
of  the  county.  He  has  been  secrttary  and  treasurer  of  the 
North  Waterloo  Agricultural  Society  for  twenty-four  years,  and 
.  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Agricultural 
Mutual  Insurance  Co.  of  London,  Ontario,  for  about  eighteen 
years.  In  1867  he  was  elected  to  the  Ontario  Assembly  for  the 
N.  R.  of  the  county  of  Waterloo  and  represented  that  consti- 
tuency until  1 88 1  when  he  received  the  appointment  of  sheriff 
of  the  county,  which  appointment  he  still  holds.  Mr.  Springer  is 
a  Reformer  in  politics  and  while  the  representative  of  North 
Waterloo  he  gave  good  satisfaction  to  his  constitutency.  Shortly 
after  being  appointed  sheriff  he  moved  to  Berlin  where  be  now 
resides.  Mr.  Springer  is,  we  believe,  no  member  of  any  church, 
but  cherishes  a  warm  regard  for  the  Mennonites.  He  is  well 
disposed,  in  fact,  towards  all  christian  people  and  very  generous 
in  the  support  of  churches  and  sabbath  schools.  In  1845  ^^ 
was  married  to  Barbara,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Catharine 
(Schneider)  Shantz.  She  was  born  August  nth,  1825,  and  died 
October  13th,  1884.  In  1890  he  was  again  married  to  Sophia, 
widow  of  the  late  1).  Bowman,  Barrister,  of  Hamilton,  and 
daughter  of  the  late  Henry  Beasley,  many  years  treasurer  of  the 
county  of  Wentworth,  Ontario,  and  a  grand-daughter  of  the  late 
Col.  Beasley,  a  member  of  the  first  parliament  of  Canada.

They  resided  about  three  miles  north  of 
Preston  where  he  was  engaged  in  farming. 

7312  SPRINGER,  ELIZABETH,  was  married  to  Samuel 
Moxley.  They  reside  in  Missouri,  U.  S.,  where  he 
is  engaged  in  farming. 
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The  progenitor  of  this  numerous  and  widely  spread  family  was 
born  in  Switzerland  about  the  year  1682.  Owing  to  the  many 
trials  and  persecutions  the  Non-confurmisls  were  subjected  to  by 
the  State  Party  many  bid  adieu  to  their  native  homes  and  fled  to 
places  where  shelter  and  protection,  besides  freedom  of  religion, 
were  promised  them.  Ainong  this  number  was  old  Martin 
Stauffert  who  fled  to  Muckenhauscrhof,  Wurtcnburg,  Germany, 
where  he  resided  with  his  wife  and  f;\mily  until  his  death.  We 
could  not  ascertain  thj  rames  of  all  his  children,  as  some 
may  have  died  before  the  father,  but  names  of  four  have  been 
received,  namely:  Christian,  John,  Mathias,  and  Daniel.  Not 
many  years  after  the  decease  of  old  Martin,  the  mother*  with  her 
four  sons  and  other  co-religionists,  emigrated  to  America  in  1738 
or  1739  and  selded  near  Lititz,  Lnncastcr  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  she  died  not  many  years  :ifier  their  arrival  in  the  land  of 
the  "  Free." 

7313 II  STAUFFER,  CHRISTIAN,§  the  eldest,  was 
born  in  Augiibit,  1711.  His  family  consisted  of  two 
sons,  namely:  III  John  and  III  Jacob. 

7314 II  STAUFFER,  JOHN,§  was  born  August  6tli' 
1715.    He  was  married  to  Catherine  Shenk. 

7315  II  STAUFFER,  MATHIAS,1:  was  born  in  1719, 
No  information  in  regard  to  his  family.

During  that  time  he  has 
built  up  a  good  trade  for  special  buttons  of  this  kind  and  has  the 
distinction  of  being  the  only  manufacturer  of  this  class  of  but- 
tons in  Canada.  Of  these  button  lines  he  is  especially  proud 
and  with  good  reason,  for  he  makes  covered  and  rim  buttons, 
which  for  material,  workmanship  and  finish  cannot  be  excelled, 
and  the  goods  find  a  market  over  the  whole  dominion,  from 
Halifax  to  Vancouver.  Mr.  Stouffer  manufactures  for  the  whole- 
sale trade  only  and  from  the  strong  and  durable  class  of  goods 
supplied  he  is  enjoying  a  large  and  increasing  trade.  Personally 
Mr.  Stouffer  is  popular  as  a  business  man  and  a  citizen.  He  is 
well  posted  and  has  a  fund  of  good  common  sense  and  sound 
business  judgment.  Being  still  a  comparatively  young  man  he  is 
likely  to  witness  a  wide  development  of  the  business  of  which  he 
is  proprietor  and  to  meet  with  cjood  monetary  success  which 
the  public  will  unite  in  wishing  him."  On  December  30th,  1886, 
he  was  married  to  Anna  Maria,  daughter  of  Samuel  B.  and 
Rebecca  (Fried)  Schneider.  She  was  born  June  23rd,  1866. 
They  reside  on  Queen  Street  West,  Berlin,  and  have  a  family  of 
two  children,  namely:  VII  Laura  and  VII  Mabel.

He  was  married,  in  1836,  to  Anna  Maria,  daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Polly  (Bechtel)  Shelly.  She  was  born  May  29th,  1819.  On 
May  2nd,  1848,  they,  with  their  family  of  five  children,  left 
Harmony,  Butler  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  moved  to  Canada 
and  arrived  at  Berlin  during  the  latter  part  of  May.  During  the

TYSON. 


Of  the  many  Dutch  Non-conformist  families  coming  to  America 
during  the  Colonial  times,  the  Tysons  were  of  the  earliest  and 
most  prominent.  We  find  that  one  Reynier  Tysonf  with  twelve 
other  men  and  families,  a  company  comprising  thirty-three 
persons,  came  across  the  sea  and  settled  at  Germantown,  Penn- 
sylvania, in  1692,  if  not  earlier.  This  Tyson  must  have  been  a 
prominent  member  among  these  early  settlers  as  we  find  his 
signature,  together  with  others,  on  a  certain  certificate  of  com- 
plaint against  one  by  name  of  Keith, t  issued  at  a  general  or 
quarterly  meeting  held  at  Philadelphia,  in  1692  or  1693,  and  this 
certificate  was  taken  to  London,  England,  m  1693  by  one  Samuel 
Jennings  who  presented  it  before  the  annual  meeting  there. 
Then  again  we  find  that  in  1703  one  by  name  of  Cornelius  Tyson 
came  from  Crefeld,  Germany,  and  settled  at  Germantown,  Penn- 
sylvania. This  Tyson  died  May  9th,  17 16,  and  his  body  was 
interred  in  Axe's  Graveyard,  Germantown,  where  an   intimate

All  the  Tysons  in  Pennsylvania  and  othtr  states  and  even  in 
Canada  are  descendants  of  the  two  named  Tysons,  but  to  give  a 
full  history  of  all  the  descendants  of  these  two  parties  is  impos- 
sible at  so  late  a  date.  We  have  the  names  of  five*  who  were 
probably  grandchildren  of  one  of  the  old  pioneers.

He  was  married 
to  Sarah  Heatwole.  They  had  quite  a  numerous 
family  but  names  of  none  of  the  children  have  been 
banded  to  the  writer  except  that  of  IV  Christian- 

7654  IV  WEBER,  CHRISTIAN,  was  bom  about  the 
year  1788-  He  was  married  to  Anna  Moyer.  They 
resided  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  where 
they  both  died.  Their  family  consisted  of  five 
children,  namely:  V  Solomon,  V  Samuel,  V  Gideon, 
V  Isaac,  and  V  Daniel.  Samuel  and  (jideon  never 
came  to  Canada. 

7655  V  WEBER,  SOLOMON,  was  bom  in  Lancaster 

County,  Pennsylvania,  July  loth,  i8io.  He  came  to  Canada 
when  quite  a  young  man  (in  1829  or  1830).  He  was  a  miller 
and  was  engaged  in  different  mills  before  he  set  out  as  a  minister. 
On  April  23rd,  1832,  he  was  married  to  Catherine  Roos.  Shortly 
after  their  marriage  he  moved  to  New  Hamburg  where  he  was 
engaged  in  the  milling  business.  Thus  we  see  that  he  was  one  of 
the  early  pioneers  of  Wilmot  Township.  In  1839  he  experienced 
religion  and  labored  six  years  as  a  local  preacher.  In  1849  ^^ 
entered  the  itinerant  ministry  in  which  he  remained  in  active 
service  until  old  age  and  partial  blindness  caused  his  retirement 
He  was  then  placed  on  the  superannuated  list.  During  the 
time  he  was  a  local  preacher  he  preached  500  sermons,  and 
during  his  active  ministry  he  delivered  5370  sermons.  During 
the  last  ten  years  of  his  life  he  found  a  pleasant  home  and  loving 
care  in  the  home  of  his  son-in-law,  Frederick  Guggisberg  of 
Walkerton,  Ontario.  After  a  short  illness  he  passed  quietly  and 
peacefully  away  to  mansions  beyond,  February  8th,  1889.  His 
wife  died  in  the  year  1880.  Their  family  consisted  of  eight 
children,  viz: 

7658  VI  WEBER,  CHRISTIAN,  the  eldest,  died  in  the 
Buflfalo  (New  York)  Hospital  in  July,  1864,  from  a 
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fatal  wound  received  in  the  battle  before  Peters- 
burg, Virginia,  during  the  late  civil  war.

In  1873  he  entered 
the  ministry  of  the  Mennonite  Brethren  in  Christ  Church.  Had 
circumstances  placed  him  in  a  different  sphere  where  libraries 
and  good  schools  had  surrounded  him  in  his  younger  years,  he 
might  now  rank  with  our  best  and  most  renowned  ministers  of 
the  day.  He  has  attained  for  himself  the  merited  distinction  of 
being  considered  more  than  an  ordinary  theologian.    He  preacher 
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in  the  German  language  only.  He  has  rendered  good  service 
for  his  Master.  Many  a  heart-cheering  sermon  he  has  preached 
during  the  last  twenty  years.  He  is  exceedingly  entertaining  in 
his  ordinary  conversations.  In  his  delivery  of  a  sermon  no  claim 
to  oratory  is  made.  It  is  a  great  pity  that  he  is  not  capable  of 
preaching  in  the  English  language.

Berlin,  Waterloo  County,  November  29th,  1829,  and  died  July 
Toth,  1893.  After  their  marriage  they  moved  to  Conestogo  where 
he  was  engaged  in  the  wagon  and  carriage  building  business,  and 
also  carried  on  blacksmithing  in  connection.  In  1868  he  retired 
from  business  and  moved  on  a  farm  in  Howick  Township,  Huron 
County,  Ontario,  where  they  resided  until  their  deaths.

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born  May  24th,  1784,  and  died  April  nth,  1859.  In  1817,  in 
company  with  others,  they,  with  their  family,  left  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  moved  to  the  wilds  of  Canada,  and 
located  on  lot  No.  8,  German  Company's  Tract,  Waterloo 
County,  Ontario,  where  they  resided  until  their  deaths.  He  died 
January  21st,  1863.  To  them  was  born  a  family  of  seven  chil- 
dren, viz: 

7834  V  WEBER.  HENRY,  the  eldest  in  family,  was 
born  October  Slst,  1807.  He  had  his  home  with  his 
parents  one  and  one-half  miles  north  of  the  town  of 
Waterloo  where  he  died  March  10th,  1853.  He  was 
not  married. 

7835  V  WEBER,  ANNA,  eldest  daughter  of  Benjamin 
and  Veronica  Weber,  was  born  July  30th,  1809. 
She  was  married  to  Elias,  son  of  Bishop  Benjamin 
Eby.  She  died  October  9th,  1877.  See  EliaB  Eby's 
family. 

7836  V  WEBER,  DAVID,  the  second  son  of  Benjamin 

and  Veronica  (Martin)  Webei;,  was  born  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania,  June  22nd,  181 1.  When  a  raere  lad  he  came  to 
Canada  with  his  parents,  in  18 17.  He  was  raised  a  little  to  the 
north  of  the  town  of  Waterloo  where  his  father  resided.  The 
old  home  is  now  in  possession  of  Joseph  Weber,  a  grandson  of 
old  Benjamin  Weber.  He  was  married  to  Catherine  Eby,  Feb- 
ruary 3rd,  1833.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Bishop  Benjamin  Eby 
and  was  born  July  25th,  1815,  and  died  March  30th,  1867. 
After  their  marriage  they  moved  on  a  farm  now  forming  a  part  of 
the  town  of  Berlin.  In  1849  they  left  this  place  and  moved 
three  miles  east  of  Berlin,  on  the  farm  (east  end  of  lot  No.  120, 
German  Company's  Tract)  now  possessed  by  his  sons,  Theodore 
and  Henry.

David  and  Catherine  (Eby)  Weber,  was  born  in  Berlin,  FebAiary 
22  nd,  1834.     His  boyhood  days  were  spent  on  his  father's  fami* 
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During  the  winter  months  he  attended  the  common  public 
schools.  On  March  20th,  1855,  he  was  married  to  Mary  Shoe- 
maker. They  now  reside  on  the  old  "Kunniman  Farm,"  one 
mile  west  of  Breslau,  on  the  Berlin  Road.  They  have  a  family 
of  nine  children,  namely:  VII  Sarah,  died  young;  VII  Simon, 
died  young;  VII  Lovina,  married  to  Jacob  Woolner;  VII  Leah, 
died  young;  VII  Nancy,  married  to  Aaron  Schiedel;  VII  Lydia, 
married  to  David  Reist;  VII  Amos,  married  to  Rosilla  Wambold 
and  resides  at  home  with  his  father;  VII  Israel,  and  VII  Mary. 
In  his  younger  days  he  joined  the  church  of  his  choice,  the 
Mennonite,  and  a  few  years  later  he  was  chosen  as  a  deacon. 
He  was  afterwards  called  to  the  ministry  on  the  Cressman  field 
of  labor,  and  finally,  upon  the  death  of  Bishop  Joseph  Hagey, 
he  was  ordained  bishop.  He  is  of  a  genial  and  sociable  disposi- 
tion, but  guards  himself  against  frivolity.  He  is  generally  well 
received  by  the  people,  beloved  by  all,  and  it  may  be  said  of  him 
that  he  is  one  of  those  men  who  make  for  themselves  many 
friends  and  few  enemies.  His  talent  as  a  minister  compares 
favorably  with  that  of  the  majority  of  our  day.  His  education  is 
rather  limited,  but  he  has  studied  and  made  good  progress  in  the 
acquisition  of  Bible  knowledge.  His  preachmg  is  spiritual  and 
at  most  times  powerful  and  convincing,  having  great  effect  on 
the  large  audience  generally  present.  That  he  has  the  confidence 
and  high  esteem  of  the  whole  congregation  is  evident  from  the 
fact  that  he  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  candidates  for  the  office  of 
bishop.  May  he  be  spared  for  many  years  to  come,  and  may  his 
labors  be  crowned  with  glorious  success  in  winning  souls  for  the 
Lord.

David  Weber's  family,  was  born  August  3rd,  1838.  The  house 
in  which  he  was  born  was  situated  on  the  exact  spot  where  now 
is  the  Berlin  depot  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway.     He  is  married 
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to  Veronica,  second  eldest  daughter  of  J.  Y.  Shantz  of  Berlin. 
Soon  after  their  marriage  they  moved  on  his  father's  farm  three 
miles  east  of  Berlin  where  they  remained  until  spring,  1872, 
when  he  moved  on  a  farm  situated  halfway  between  Berlin  and 
Bridgeport.  Here  they  resided  until  fall,  1892,  when  they  moved 
to  Berlin.  On  April  loth,  1894,  they,  in  company  with  others* 
moved  to  Didshury,  Alberta,  N.  W.  T.,  where  he  has  taken  up 
land  again  and  is  following  farming.  They  have  a  family  of 
eight  children,  namely:  VII  Malissa  (dead),  VII  Ellen  (dead), 
VII  Sabina,  VII  Ephraim,  VII  Manasseh,  VII  Elsie,  VII 
Edwin,  and  VII  Ivan.  Sabina  is  with  her  grandfather,  J.  Y. 
Shantz,  in  Berlin;  Ephraim  is  attending  the  Berlin  High  School, 
preparing  himself  for  teacher  in  our  High  Schools;  Elsie  is  at 
present  in  Calgary,  Alberta;  Manasseh  is  working  at  the  carpen- 
ter trade  at  Didsbury,  Alberta;  Edwin  is  with  his  uncle,  Ephraim 
Shantz,  on  a  farm  in  the  North- West,  near  Didsbury,  Alberta; 
Ivan  is  home  with  his  parents. 

7840  VI  WEBER,  MARY,  the  fourth  member  of  David 
Weber's  family,  was  bom  November  25th,  1841. 
She  is  married  to  Moses  Devitt.  See  Moses  Devitt's 
family.

7946  WEBER,  CHRISTIAN,  son  of  Christian  and  Cath- 
erine (Bruck)  Weber,  was  born  in  the  village  of  Dietrichhingen^ 
district  of  Zweibruecken,  Rhein  Bayren,  Germany,  March  4th, 
1 8 10.  When  in  his  nineteenth  year  he  bid  adieu  to  his  father- 
land and  emigrated  to  America.  After  arriving  at  New  York  in 
safety  he  was  obliged  to  work  for  some  time  in  order  to  raise 
sufficient  means  to  defray  his  expenses  across  the  ocean.  In  a 
few  years  he  had,  by  diligent  labor,  saved  so  much  from  his 
earnings  that  he  was  enabled  to  pay  the  expenses  of  bringing  his 
parents  and  others  of  the  family  to  this  country.  Some  time 
during  the  year  1833  or  1834  he,  together  with  his  parents  and 
others,  moved  to  Canada  and  settled  near  Wilmot  Centre,  Wa- 
terloo County,  Ontario,  where  Mr.  Weber  was  married  to  Elizabeth 
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Schmaus  who  was  born  June  29th,  1818,  and  died  June  3rd, 
1886.  Here  they  resided  about  twenty  years,  then  he  disposed 
of  his  farm  and  purchased  that  of  Moses  Weaver  a  little  east  of 
Heidelberg  where  they  resided  until  their  deaths.  He  died 
March  22nd,  1886.  Mr.  Weber  was  a  man  of  noble  character 
industrious,  and  economical.  Modesty,  coolness  and  deliberation 
were  some  of  his  characteristics.  His  descendants  are  not  so 
much  distinguished  for  being  great  public  men  as  for  the  uniform 
private  worth  of  all  of  them,  not  intending  to  convey  the  idea 
that  they  are  less  able  or  competent  to  fill  public  positions  than 
others  but  that  a  certain  feature  of  character  impells  them  always 
to  attend  to  their  own  business  first.  None  of  them  are  and 
never  have  been  ambitious  for  public  honor  or  position  except 
such  as  naturally  spring  from  good  private  citizenship.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Weber  were  blessed  with  a  family  of  eight  children,  viz:

WINGER. 

(Spelled  "Wenger"  by  some  members  of  family.) 

The  Wingers  ^ere  among  the  early  and  respectable  settlers  of 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  They  came  to  America  from 
Switzerland  as  .early  as  1748  and  settled  in  Lancaster  County. 
They  were  an  enterprising,  industrious,  and  honorable  people. 
Their  descendants  are  now  to  be  found  in  almost  every  state  of 
the  United  States  and  quite  a  number  have  settled  in  Canada. 
The  old  progenitor  that  came  from  Switzerland  was  "Hans" 
(John)  Winger.  His  family  consisted  of  seven  sons  who  were 
all  born  in  Switzerland.  The  Wingers  in  Waterloo  County  are 
descendants  of  this  old  "Hans."  Some  are  the  children  of  old 
IV  Joseph  Wenger,  a  great-grandson  of  old  "Hans,"  while  others 
are  descendants  of  old  HI  John  Winger  who  was  a  grandson  of 
old  I  Hans  Winger,  and  son  of  H  Adam  Winger.  We  shall  first 
give  the  descendants  of  old  Joseph  Wenger. 

7967  IV  WENGER,  JOSEPH,  was  born  and  resided  in 

Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  died.      He  was  mar- 
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ried  to  Elizabeth  Zimmerman  who  was  born  Nm-ember  21st, 
1778,  and  died  March  23rd,  1840.  After  his  decease,  which 
took  place  in  Pennsylvania  in  1824,  the  widow  with  her  family

8011  m  WINGER,  JOHN,t  son  of  Adam  Winger  and 
grandson  of  old  "Hans"  Winger,  was  born  in  Lan- 
caster County,  Pennsylvania,  April  5th,  1789.  After 
spending  his  boyhood  days  in  his  native  county,  he 
was  married  to  Susannah,  daughter  of  Peter  Eby 
who  was  a  son  of  Jacob  Eby,  third  son  of  old  Theo- 
dorus  Eby  who  came  to  Pennsylvania  in  1715.  She 
was  bom  November  10th,  1792.  In  1836'  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  Winger  moved  to  Canada  and  settled  in 
Berlin,  Ontario,  where  they  resided  ^»t^  their 
deaths.  He  died  October  11th,  1864,  and  she  died 
January  8rd,  1871.  To  them  was  bom  a  family  of 
six  children,  viz: 

8012  IV  WINGER.  PETER,  the  eldest  in  the  family, 

was  born  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  April  iSth,  i8i8.

He  worked  the 
first  year  in  the  town  of  Waterloo,  on  Mr.  Jacob  Schneider's  saw- 
mills, receiving  the  wonderful  salary  of  $7  per  month.  On  No- 
vember 7th,  1837,  he  went  to  Bridgeport  and  engaged  himself  to 
^  the  late  Jacob  S.  Shoemaker  as  miller,  in  whose  service  he  re- 
mained eleven  years.  In  September,  1848,  he  moved  to  Wool- 
wich Township,  on  the  farm  now  possesse4  by  Isaac  Hilboni.. 
In  January,  1849,  he  was  appointed  assessor  for  Woolwich  Town- 
ship, then  including  Pilkington  Township.  He  w^s  one  of  the 
early  councillors  of  Woolwich  Township  and  was  deputy  reeve 
when  Berlin  was  made  the  county  town  for  the  newly  formed 

t  John  Winger  had  one  brother  named  Henry  who  moved  to  Ohio  a  few  yean  before  he 
(John)  moved  to  Canada, 
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county  of  Waterloo.  Later  in  life  he  was  engaged  in  the  mer- 
cantile, woollen  and  lumber  business.  About  the  year  1867  he 
received  the  appointment  of  post  master  for  Elmira  which  posi- 
tion he  held  until  his  death  which  took  place  July  27th,  1889. 
The  following  interesting  notice  has  been  taken  from  the  pages  of 
Mr.  Winger*s  journal,  now  in  possession  of  his  son,  Jacob:  "At 
a  meeting  called  by  public  notice  from  Peter  Wmger,  Esq.,  ree%e 
of  the  township  of  Woolwich,  held  at  St.  Jacobs  on  the  26th  day 
of  March,  1853,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  township  Agricul- 
tural Society.  Upon  the  notice  being  read  and  the  object  being 
explained  for  which  the  meeting  was  called  it  was  unanimously 
resolved  that  a  society  be  forthwith  formed,  to  be  called  the 
Township  of  Woolwich  Agricultural  Society.  Thereupon  James 
Mirrilees  was'  called  to  the  chair.  When  it  was  moved  by  B.  H. 
Curtis,  seconded  by  John  Meyers  that  James  Dow  be  president 
and  Chavles  Hendry  vice-president  for  the  current  year,  ist, 
Moved  by  Chas.  Hendry,  seconded  by  James  MaConichee  that 
the  following  gentlemen  be  directors  for  the  current  year,  viz: 
B.  H.  Curtis,  John  Seaton,  John  Meyers,  James  Burnett,  James 
Hall,  Wm.  H.  Peterson,  Jacob  Winkler  and  Joseph  Hardy. 
2nd,  Moved  by  John  Meyers,  seconded  by  Charles  Hendry  that 
James  Mirrilees  be  appointed  secretary  and  treasurer.  There- 
upon the  meeting  adjourned:  the  directors  to  meet  again  at 
Kuntze's  Hotel,  Conestogo,  on  Saturday,  April  23rd,  (1853)  at 
the  hour  of  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon."  Mr.  Winger  was  naar- 
ried,  January  24th,  1838,  to  Maria  Baumann  (^No.  314)  who  was 
born  January  ist,  1817,  and  died  in  Elmira,  April  25th,  1 886- 
Some  time  after  her  decease  he  was  again  married  to  Catherine 
Martin,  widow  of  the  late  Moses  Musselman.  To  him  and  his 
first  wife  was  born  a  family  of  seven  children,  viz: 

8018  V  WINGER,  SUSANNAH,  was  bom  January 
23rd,  1840.  She  resides  in  Elmira  and  was  married 
to  Isaac  Musselman.    See  Isaac  Musselman's  family. 

8014  V  WINGER,  HENRY  B.,  was  born  April  5th,  1841. 
He  is  married  to  Magdalena  Schnarr  and  resides  in 
Elmira  where  he,  in  partnership  with  bis  brother,  is

They  reside  in  Elmira, 
Ontario,  where  he  is  engaged  in  manufacturing 
woollen  gooils.  Their  family  consists  of  two  chil- 
dren, namely:  VI  Raymond  Morley  and  VI  Russel 
Elmo. 

8018  V  WINGER,  REUBEN,  was  bom  July  4th,  1853. 
He  is  married  to  Martha  Armstrong  and  resides  in 
Elmira  where  he  assists  his  brothers  in  the  woollen 
mills.  Their  family  consists  of  two  children, 
namely:  VI  Melvin  and  VI  Dora  May. 

8019  V  WINGER,  MARIAH,  the  youngest  in  the 
family,  was  bom  March  8th,  1862.  She  is  engaged 
as  a  book-keeper  in  some  large  manufacturing  es- 
tablishment. When  last  heard  of  her  she  was  still 
unmarried. 

8020 IV  WINGER,  ELI,  the  second  member  of  the 
family,  resided  in  Berlin,  Ontario,  for  some  time. 
He  died,  unmarried,  aged  about  27  yeai-s. 
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8021 IV  WINGEE,  JOHN,  was  married  to  Elizabeth 
Master.  They  resided  in  Berlin  for  a  number  of 
years  then  they  moved  to  Wooster,  Ohio,  where  they 
still  reside.  Their  family  consisted  of  several  chil- 
dren, but  names  of  only  three  have  been  received, 
namely:  V  Theresa,  V  Amanda,  and  V  Ella. 

8022  IV  WINGER,  POLLY,  was  married  to  Mr.  Cornell 
of  Preston.   No  information  in  regard  to  her  family. 

8023  IV  WINGER,  REBECCA,  was  married  to  Samuel 
Roether.  They  resided  in  Walkerton,  Bruce 
County,  Ontario,  where  he  was  jailer  for  the  said 
county  for  many  years.  He  died  a  year  or  so  ago, 
leaving  a  family  of  six  children,  namely:  V  Sarah, 

V  Samuel  (dead),  V  Reuben  (dead),  V  Susannah,  V 
Louisa  (dead),  and  V  Anna. 

8024 IV  WINGER,  ELIZABETH,  was  married  to 
Abram  Buehler  who  died  in  the  town  of  Waterloo, 
Ontario,  September  5th,  1864.  She  resides  with  one 
of  her  daughters  in  the  town  of  Waterloo.  Mr. 
Buehler's  family  is  as  follows,  namely:  V  Susannah, 

V  Hannah,  V  Lizzie,  V  Kate,  V  Abram,  and  V 
Mariah. 
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The  ancestry  of  the  Wideman  Family  of  Lancaster,  Lebanon  and 
Berks  Counties,  Pennsylvania,  and  of  York  and  Waterloo  Coun- 
ties, Ontario,  Canada,  can  be  traced  back  to  the  year  1733  ^^en 
the  old  progenitor,  I  Martin  Wideman,  came  to  America  and 
settled  in  Clay  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  He 
received  a  patent  from  William  Penn  and  his  associates  for  385 
acres  of  land  situated  in  said  Clay  Township.  The  date  of  the 
conveyance  is  October  6th,  1733,  and  the  consideration  named 
for  the  said  land  is  jC^g  19s  6d.  This  was  the  common  ancestor 
of  the  family  now  found  in  Pennsylvania  and  Canada.  The  old 
progenitor  was  born  in  Durlach,  near  Carlsruhe,  Baden,  Germany, 
about  the  year  1700.  His  family  consisted  of  three  sons,  II 
Christopher,  II  Jacob  and  II  Sebastian,  and  a  daughter  who  was 
married  to  John  Weachter.  Christopher  was  married  and  settled 
at  New  Holland,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  the 
ancestor  of  the  Widemans  in  that  section  of  the  county.  Jacob 
settled  in  Clay  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  was  married  to  Barbara  Hoover  (Huber)  and  had  a  large 
family,  namely:  III  George,  III  Christopher,  III  Martin,  III 
John,  III  Jacob,  III  Samuel,  III  Peter,  III  Catharine,  married 
to  a  Mr.  Leis,  III  Elizabeth,  married  to  George  Yundt,  III 
Susannah,  married  to  George  Elser,  and  III  Barbara,  married  to 
a  Mr.  Ziegler.  Jacob,  the  fifth  son  of  the  last  named  family^ 
resided  in  Clay  Township,  near  his  father^s  home  where  he  was 
engaged  in  farming.  His  family  consisted  of  ten  children, 
namely:  IV  William,  IV  Catharine,  married  to  John  Mentzer, 
IV  Elizabeth,  married  to  John  Shenk,  IV  Susannah,  married  to 
Henry  Roneig,  IV  Jacob  who  died,  leaving  two  children,  IV 
Sallie,  married  to  a  Mr.  Fisher,  IV  Polly,  married  to  a  Mr.  Nye, 
IV  George,  IV  Fannie,  married  to  a  Mr.  Hecker,  and  IV  Martin, 
married  tp  Lydia  Yundt 

8026  n  WIDEMAN,  SEBASTIAN,  tlie  youngest  son  of 
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old  Martin  Wideman,  was  married  and  resided  in 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  raiaen 
a  family  of  several  children,  but  unfortunately  th»^ 
names  of  none  were  receivedjsave  that  of  HI  John. 
When  and  where  old  Sebastian  died  is  not  knowiL 
Tradition  has  it  that  he  died  a  middle-aged  man. 

8026  III  WIDEMAN,  JOHN,  son  of  Sebastian  Wide- 
man,  was  bom  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania, 
about  the  year  1734.  After  attaining  the  age  of 
maturity  he  was  married  and  moved  to  Bucb 
County,  same  state,  where  he  followed  the  agricul 
tural  life  until  he  was  well  advanced  in  years.  It 
could  not  be  ascertained  to  whom  he  was  married, 
neither  were  we  informed  of  the  names  of  his  chil- 
dren save  that  of  one  son  named  IV  Henry. 

8027 IV  WIDEMAN.  HENRY,  son  of  JohnWideman 

was  born  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1757.  When  a 
young  man  he  joined  the  church  of  his  choice,  the  MeDOonite. 
and  in  course  of  time  it  was  noticed  that  he  possessed  sucb 
talents  that  fitted  him  for  the  ministry,  to  which  position  be  vas 
ordained  after  being  a  middle-aged  man.  He  was  well  liked  ^: 
highly  respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  Hearing  of  so  many  ct 
his  co-religionists  moving  from  his  and  other  counties  of  Peau 
sylvania  to  Canada,  he,  with  his  wife,  family  and  others,  followed 
their  co-religionists  and  also  moved  to  Canada^  in  1803  and 
settled  in  Markham  Township,  York  County,  then  all  forest  sare 
a  few  clearings  made  here  and  there  a  year  or  so  previously. 
Here  they  resided  until  his  deathf  which  took  place  June  24^ 
1 8 10.  He  was  the  first  regular  ordained  Mennonite  minister  in 
Canada.  A  year  later  we  find  that  one  was  ordained  at  the 
Twenty,  Lincoln  County,  Ontario.  Rev.  Mr.  Wideman's  family:

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8028  V  WIDEMAN,  CHRISTIAN,  was  bom  in  Bucks 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1780  or  1781.  He  was 
married  to  Mary  Kauffman  and  resided  in  Bucks 
County  until  1805  when  he  also  moved  to  Canada 
and  settled  in  Markham  Township,  York  County, 
near  his  father's  place.  Here  he  was  ordained 
deacon  of  the  Mennonite  body.  To  him  and  his 
wife  were  bom  the  following  children,  viz: 

8029  VI  WIDEMAN,  CATHERINE,  was  married  to 
Jacob  Miller,  a  farmer.

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1833.  When  a  boy  he  attended  the  schools  of  the  neighborhood 
where  he  obtained  such  an  education  as  the  public  schools  then 
afforded.  When  old  enough  to  give  a  helping  hand  on  the  fami 
he  was  obliged  to  put  by  his  books  and  perform  such  duties 
generally  falling  to  the  lot  of  the  "Farm  Boy."  Not  having  any 
inclinations  to  the  agricultural  pursuits  of  Hfe,  the  subject  of  our 
sketch  chose  that  of  the  mercantile  which  seemed  to  be  more 
natural  ard  acceptable  to  his  inclinations.  In  1852  when  only 
nineteen  years  of  age,  he  left  his  parental  home  and  came  to 
Berlin,  Waterloo  County,  where  he  was  engaged  as  clerk  in  John 
W.  Eby's  store.  Here  he  remained  four  months  then  went  to  St. 
Jacobs  where  he  was  clerking  for  George  W.  Eby  who  was  then 
doing  an  extensive  business  in  general  merchandise.  Here  Mr. 
Wideman  remained  for  nearly  two  years.  In  fall  of  1854  he 
entered  into  partnership  with  Messrs.  Tobias  Yost  and  Rev. 
Philip  Winkler  under  the  name  of  Yost,  Winkler  &:  Wideman,  as 
general  merchants.  This  partnership  was  dissolved  soon  after 
the  decease  of  Mr.  Yost  in  1856.  In  June,  1865,  he  received 
the  appointment  as  post  master  for  St.  Jacobs,  Ontai-io,  and  in 
1866  he  was  elected  as  councillor  for  the  township  of  Woolwich. 
In  the  year  following  he  was  elected  as  deputy  reeve  which  j>osi- 
tion  he  held  for  five  years  (1867  to  1871  inclusive).  In  1873  he 
received  the  appointment  as  clerk  of  Woolwich  Township  which 
position  he  still  holds.  Some  twenty  years  ago  he  was  appointed 
a  jusiice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Waterloo  by  the  Ontario 
government.  In  June,  1874  he  was  also  appomted  issuer  of 
marriage  licenses.  Mr.  Wideman  has,  by'his  great  perseverance 
and  well  directed  energy  combined  with  honorable  and  upright 
dealings,  established  a  record  and  name  for  himself  that  shall 
not  pass  away  for  generations  to  come.  He  is  a  citizen  worthy 
of  imitation,  and  is  genial  and  bland,  always  in  good  humor, 
and  wears  a  smiling  face  for  all.  ^He  is  very  aflfable  and  talkative, 
and  I  dare  say  no  man  ever  saw  him  moody  or  morose.  To  all 
he  is  kind  and  courteous,  charitable  and  humane,  and  -always 
ready  to  extend  a  favor  to  any  worthy  object.  On  March  12th, 
1854,  he  was  married  to  Margaret,  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Regina 
Dorothea  (Schneider)  VVinkler.    To  them  was  born  one  child,  \iz: 
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8035  VIII  WIDEMAN,  MARY  ANN,  was  born  No- 
vember 27th,  1854.  On  May  25th,  1876,  she  was 
married  to  Noah  E.  Haug,  a  watchmaker  and 
jeweller.  They  reside  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  On- 
tario, where  he  is  carrying  on  a  well  paying  busi- 
ness.

8036  VII  WIDEMAN,  HANNAH,  the  youngest  daugh- 
ter of  Andrew  and  Anna  (Lehman)  Wideman,  was 
born  May  27th,  1836,  and  died  September  15th,  1838. 

8037  VI  WIDEMAN,  HENRY,  was  first  married  to 
Elizabeth  Lehman  and  after  her  decease  to  Susan- 
nah Lehman,  a  cousin  to  his  first  wife. 

8038  VI  WIDEMAN,  CHRISTIAN,  was  married  to 
Catherine  Huber. 

8039  VI  WIDEMAN,  SAMUEL,  was  married  to  Bar. 
bara  Heise. 

8040  V  WIDEMAN,  BARBARA,  was  married  to 
Michael'Shenk,  a  farmer. 

8041V  WIDEMAN,  ELIZABETH,  was  married  to 
Joseph  Sherk,  a  farmer. 

8042  V  WIDEMAN,  DANIEL,  no  report  of  him. 

8043  V  WIDEMAN,  LYDIA,  was  married  to  Michael 
Eby,  a  farmer.

Heise,  a  farmer. 

8045  V  WIDEMAN,  CATHERINE,  was  married  to 
Henry  Shenk,  a  farmer.

In  addition  to  his 
district  labors  he  has  for  the  past  eight  years  edited  a  religious 
monthly  known  as  the  Evangeliums  Bote,  On  August  12th, 
1880,  he  was  married  to  Hannah  Jane,  daughter  of  Henry  and 
Anna  (Frick)  Kletzing.  She  was  born  June  25th,  1857.  To

V  Daniel,  V  William,  and  V  Barbara. 

8141  III  WING,  SUSANNAH,  is  married  to  Frederick 
Heimbecker,  a  farmer.    They  reside  in  Dakota. 

8142  in  WING,  WILLIAM,  was  married  to  Catherine 
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Rothaermel.      They    resided   in   Hay    Township, 
Huron  County,  where  she  died  some  time  ago. 

8143  III  WING,  ELIZABETH,  was  married  to  David 
Ruby,  a  farmer.  They  resided  in  Hay  Township 
where  she  died. 

8144  III  WING,  CHARLOTTE,  was  first  married  to 
David  Kercher  and  after  his  decease  she  was  again 
married  to  Christian  Schoch,  a  farmer.  They  reside 
in  Hay  Township,  Huron  County,  Ontario. 

8145  III  WING,  MARY,  is  married  to  John  B.  Geiger, 
a  farmer.  They  resided  in  Huron  County,  Ontario, 
until  about  the  year  1887  when  they  moved  to 
Dakota. 

8146  III  WING,  BARBARA,  is  married  to  Charles 
Brill.  They  reside  in  Zurich,  Ontario,  where  he  is 
engaged  as  a  baker. 

8147  III  WING,  GEORGE,  is  married  to  Hannah  Jones. 
They  reside  near  Elkton,  Michigan,  where  he  is 
engaged  in  farming. 

8148  III  WING,  MAGDALENA,  the  youngest  in  the 
family,  was  married  to  George  Kesselring,  a  farmer. 
They  resided  in  Michigan  where  she  died. 
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8149 1  WISMER,   JACOB,  ancestor  of  the  numerous 

family  of  that  name  in  Bucks  and  Montgomery  Counties  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  other  states  of  the  United  States,  and  also 
those  that  are  found  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  Canada,  are 
descendants  of  the  same  family.  He  was  born  in  Germany 
about  the  year  1684  and  died  in  Bedminster  Township,  Bucks 
County,  Pennsylvania,  February  4th,  1787,  aged  102  years  and  a 
few  months.  The  date  of  his  emigrating  to  America  is  not 
known  but  may  have  been  as  early  as  17 10  or  even  before  that 
date.  The  place  of  his  landing  is  also  uncertain.  By  some  of 
his  descendants  it  is  supposed  he  landed  at  one  of  the  Carolina 
States.  Most  probably  he  was  one  of  the  number  of  Germans 
who,  being  cruelly  persecuted  by  the  State  Party  in  1709,  left 
their  homes  on  the  Rhine  and  emigrated  to  the  wilds  of 
America.  They  settled  on  the  Roanoke  and  head  waters  of 
the  Neuse  River  in  North  Carolina.  *At  the  outbreak  of  the 
Indian  war  led  by  the  Tuscaroras,  the  savages  on  the  night  of 
October  2nd,  171 1,  fell  with  such  fury  upon  this  German  settle- 
ment that  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  them  perished.  No  doubt 
the  old  progenitor  was  one  of  the  unfortunate  emigrants  forming 
this  settlement.  Tradition  has  it  that  a  sister  who  came  with 
him  to  America,  was  one  of  the  number  who  were  killed.  He, 
it  is  said,  was  allowed  to  escape  the  hands  of  those  savages  by 
means  of  a  small  bribe  offered  to  one  of  the  attacking  parties. 
Once  away  from  the  settlement  he  travelled  on  foot  north  through 
Virgmia  and  Maryland  to  Byberry  in  Philadelphia  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, from  whence  he,  at  a  later  date,  moved  to  Bucks 
County.  It  is  not  positively  known  when  he  moved  to  Bucks 
County  but  it  is  supposed  that  it  was  in  the  year  1726.  He 
settled  on  a  tract  of  land  comprismg  210  acres  for  which  he  paid 
;^ 1 00  lawful  money.      On  April  12th,  1773,  the  old  progenitor 

t  W,  W,  H.  Duvis'  "History  of  Bu<;ks  County." 
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sold  his  farm  to  his  son,  Henry,  for  ;;^5oo.  He  is  said  to  have 
had  three  wives^  and  was  married  to  his  third  wife  after  coming 
north,  about  the  year  1720,  with  whom  he  h'ved  67  years.  She 
was  84  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Her  christian 
name  was  "Nanny"  and  she  was  the  mother  of  all  his  children. 
Her  maiden  name  is  not  positively  known  but  may  have  been 
"Souder"  as  her  children  and  grandchildren  received  legacies 
from  one  Jacob  Souder  whose  daughter  it  is  presumed  she  was. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  he  had  one  hundred  and  seventy 
children  and  grandchildren.  Although  living  to  the  great  age 
of  nearly  one  hundred  and  three  years,  he  retained  his  mind  until 
within  about  two  months,  and  could  walk  and  dress  and  undress 
himself  within  about  two  weeks  of  his  death.  Both  his  and  his 
wife's  remains  were,  no  doubt,  laid  to  rest  in  the  grave-yard  of 
the  Old  Mennonite  Church  at  Deep  Run  where  for  many  years 
they  worshipped  the  God  of  their  fathers  and  left  to  their  numer- 
ous posterity  an  undying  example  to  **  go  and  do  likewise."  The 
children  of  Jacob  and  Nanny  Wismer  were  eleven  in  number, 
all  of  whom  were  born  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania.  Their 
names  are  as  follows:  H  Jacob,  born  in  1721,  II  Mary,  born  in 
1723,  II  Elizabeth,  born  April  29th,  1725,  II  Joseph,  born  in 
1728,  1 1  Henry,  born  in  1730,  II  Mark,  born  in  1737,  died  in 
183 1,  II  Daniel,  II  John,  died  in  1794,  II  Christian,  died  Feb- 
ruary 2oth,  1795,  II  Nancy,  and  II  Abraham,  born  February 
20th,  1743,  died  April  27th,  1828. 

8150 II  WISMER,  JACOB,  has  a  few  descendants  in 

this  county,  namely,  Mary  Moyer,  a  great-great-grandchild,  who 
is  married  to  Tobias  Shantz.  She  is  a  daughter  of  V  Mary  Nash 
and  her  husband,  Abraham  B.  Moyer.  Her  grandfather  was  IV 
Abraham  Nash  who  was  married  to  Mary  Gross.  Her  great- 
grandmother  was  III  Elizabeth,  the  fifth  child  of  II  Jacob 
Wismer,  who  was  married  to  Joseph  Nash.  (See  **Wismer 
History").  VI  Mary  Moyer  was  born  July  ist,  184Q.  On  August 
6th,  1863,  she  was  married  to  Tobias,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Lydia 
(Kolb)  Shantz.  They  reside  in  the  town  of  Berlin.  He  is  a 
book  agent.  Their  family  consists  of  seven  children,  namely: 
Orpha  Moyer,  born   May   27th,   1864,   Lydia  Mary  Etta,  born 
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October  9lh,  1866,  Sophia  Emma,  born  May  4th,  1869,  Austin 
Tobias,  born  October  5th,  1871,  Arthur  Benjamin,  born  Novem- 
ber 22nd,  1876,  Florence  Annie  Catherine,  born  December  aSth^ 
1879,  ^^^^  Herbert  Cecil  Palmer,  born  May  3rd,  1883. 

8151  III  WISMER,  JOSEPH,  son  of  Joseph  Wismer, 
was  born  near  Hilltown,  Montgomery  County, 
Pennsylvania,  July  23rd,  1753,  and  died  in  Chester 
County,  same  state,  August  20th,  1820.  He  was 
married  to  Barbara,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Bar- 
bara (Lederach)  Wismer.  Slie  was  born  in  Bucks 
County,  Pennsylvania,  March  9th,  1766,  and  died 
January  28th,  1861.  They  had  a  family  of  ten 
children,  viz:

Most  of  the  descendants  of  IV  Elizabeth,  IV  Bar- 
bara, and  IV  Catherine  are  to  be  found  in  Mont- 
gomery and  Bucks  Counties,  Pennsylvania.  Very 
few,  if  any,  have  settled  in  Canada. 

8162  IV  WISMER,  ESTHER,  the  fourth  daughter  of 

Joseph  and  Barbara  Wismer,  was  born  in  Bucks  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, January  12th,  1790.  In  1818  she  came  to  Canada  and 
settled  in  Waterloo  County.  On  October  3rd,  18 18,  she  was 
married  to  John,  son  of  John  and  Anna  (Schowalter)  Cressman. 
He  was  born  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  May  15th,  1795, 
came  to  Canada  with  his  parents  in  1808  and  settled  in  Waterloo 
County,  a  little  below  Freeport.  After  their  marriage  they 
moved  on  the  farm  now  possessed  by  the  heirs  of  the  late  Jacob 
Zeller,  about  one  mile  south  of  Breslau.  Here  they  resided  until 
his  death  which  took  place  June  30th,  1840.  After  his  decease 
she  continued  farming  until  her  youngest  son,  Henry,  had 
attained  the  age  of  manhood,  then  the  farm  was  sold  and  the 
mother  made  her  home  with  her  daughter,  Barbara,  who  was 
married  to  Samuel  Cressman,  where  she  died  September  2nd, 
1 88 1.  Their  family  consisted  of  five  children,  namely:  V 
Joseph,  V  Anna,  V  John,  V  Barbara,  and  V  Henry.  See  John 
Cressman's  family. 

8163  IV  WISMER,  .HENRY,  the  sixth  child  of  Joseph 

and  Barbara  Wismer,  was  born  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania, 
March  loth,  1794,  and  came  to  Canada  in  1815.     He  was  mar- 
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ried  to  Mary,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Esther  (Bechtel)  Cressman. 
She  was  born  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  August 
17th,  1792,  and  came  to  Canada  with  her  parents  in  1806.  In 
January,  1816  (a  few  weeks  after  their  marriage),  they  moved  on 
their  farm  three  miles  south-east  of  Berlin.  This  farm  is  still 
known  as  the  old  "Wismer  Farm"  and  is  at  present  owned  by 
John  Kercher.  Here  they  resided  until  their  deaths.  She  died 
July  i2th,  1872,  and  he  died  June  nth,  1876.  They  had  a 
family  of  eight  children,  viz:

County,  Ontario,  September  2nd,  1818,  and  died 
September  7th,  1823. 

8166  V  WISMER,   DANIEL,   was  born   in   Waterloo 

County,  July  29th,  1820.  In  1843  he  was  married  to  Sallie, 
daughter  of  Peter  and  Susannah  (Bomberger)  Erb.  She  was 
born  near  Bridgeport,  Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  April  4th,  1823, 
and  died  in  Marion  County,  Kansas,  October  17th,  1885.  After 
the  decease  of  his  wife  he  returned  to  Canada  where  he  has 
since  married  Lydia  Musselman,  widow  of  the  late  Samuel 
Brubacher.  They  reside  in  the  town  of  Berlin.  Some  thirty 
years  ago  he  was  ordained  minister  of  the  Mennonite  body  and 
while  in  Kansas  he  was  ordained  bishop.  His  family  consisted 
of  seven  children,  viz:

They  resided  in 
Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  for  some  time,  then  he  disposed  of 
his  estate  and  moved  to  Kent  County,  Michigan,  where  he  was 
engaged  in  farming  for  some  time.  Not  finding  things  as  he  had 
expected,  he  sold  his  farm  and  moved  to  Texas  where  the  climate 
was  not  so  severe  as  in  the  more  northern  states.

8353 1  WOOLNER,  ISAAC,  father  to  Rev.  Jacob  and 

Isaac  Woolner,  was  born  near  Beckles,  St.,  Andrews  Township, 
Suffolk  County,  England,  August  isl,  1792,  and  died  April  8th, 
i860.  He  was  married  to  Sarah  Hembling  who  was  born  July 
I  lib,  1797,  and  died  of  cholera,  at  Brdgeport,  Ontario,  July 
8th,  1832.  In  1832  they,  with  their  family  of  six  children, 
together  with  William  Howlett  and  family  and  James  Howlett 
and  family,  emigrated  to  America,  arriving  at  Hamilton,  Ontario, 
during  the  third  week  in  June.  While  at  Hamilton  they,  for 
several  days,  resided  in  a  house  in  which  the  former  residents 
had  died  of  cholera.  Here  they  contracted  this  dreadful  disease 
which  proved  fatal  to  so  many  of  the  small  nusnl^cr  inmediatcly 
after  their  arrival  at  Mr.  Peter  Erb's,  a  little  north  of  Bridgeport, 
in  the  evening  of  the  28th  day  of  June,  1832.  They  came  from 
Hamilton  with  Mr.  Peter  Erb  who  was  there  on  business.  No 
sooner  were  they  in  possession  of  iheir  new  home  when  one  of 
their  children  took  sick  and  before  morning  proved  a  victim 
to  cholera.  In  less  than  ten  days  cijilil  of  the  party  died  of  the 
same  disease.  Some  are  buried  on  I  Oilman  Moyer's  farm  near 
Bridgeport  while  the  Howlett^s  are  buried  nt  Snyder's,  Blooming- 
dale.     Noah  Hembling  and  his  wife,  relatives  of  those  who  came 
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in  183 1,  also  died  of  the  same  decease.  They  are  buried  on  Mr. 
Meyer's  farm.  After  the  decease  of  the  mother  of  the  named 
family,  the  father,  Isaac  Woolner,  was  married  again.  His 
second  wife  was  Bridget  Connor,  widow  of  Mr.  Connor.  There 
were  six  children  of  second  wife,  namely:  II  Ann,  married  to 
Samuel  Rowney,  II  Abraham,  II  William,  married  to  a  Miss 
Moore,  II  George,  II  James,  and  II  Mary  Jane,  married  to 
Joseph  Carr.  The  family  of  Isaac  Woolner  and  his  first  wife, 
Sarah  Hembling,  is  as  follows,  viz: 

8854 II  WOOLNER,  MARTHA,  waa  born  March  9tli, 
1820.    She  was  married  to  Richard  Young. 

8355  II  WOOLNER,  ABRAHAM,  was  bom  March  4th, 
1822.

Of 
late  years  he  suffered  much  through  sickness  and  bodily  weakness 
so  that  he  was  not  able  to  fill  his  pastoral  appointments.  His 
family  consisted  of  ten  children,  viz;

The  Zellers  of  this  county  are  descendants  of  old  Philip  Zeller,  a 
native  of  Rhein  Baierin,  Germany,  where  he  was  born  February 
2nd,  1791.  He  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Glueck  who  was  born 
in  the  same  place  January  loth,  1792.  In  1833  they  emigrated 
to  America  and  in  June  of  the  same  year  they  came  to  Buffalo, 
New  York,  where  they  made  a  slay  of  only  three  weeks.  From 
here  they  moved  across  the  boundary  line  and  settled  within  one- 
half  mile  from  St.  Catharines,  Lincoln  County,  Ontario,  where 
he  purchased  a  farm.  Here  she  died  September  18th,  1844.  In 
April,  1846,  Mr.  Zeller  disposed  of  his  real  estate  and  moved  to 
Waterloo  County,  Ontario,  where  he  purchased  the  farm  of  John 
Cressman,  deceased.  This  farm  contained  183  acres  and  the 
price  paid  for  it  was  $4600.  In  1854  this  large  farm  was  divided 
into  two  farms.  The  north  part  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Philip 
Zeller,  the  younger  son  of  old  Mr.  Zeller,  while  Jacob  Zeller  re- 
tained the  south  part,  containing  the  old  **  Cressman  Buildings."

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ZIEGLER. 


The  Zieglers  were  of  the  earliest  settlers  of  Montgomery  County, 
Pennsylvania.  The  old  pioneer,  I  Michael  Ziegler,  a  native  of 
Switzerland,  was  born  probably  as  early  as  1680  if  not  earlier. 
During  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century,  probably  in 
1707,  he  emigrated  to  America  and  settled  in  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania,  where  we  find  that  he  was,  in  1734,  taxed 
for  one  hundred  acres  of  land.  We  have  no  means  of  ascertain- 
ing the  name  of  his  wife  nor  names  of  his  children.  So  much 
we  know  that  one  of  his  sons,  nimed  II  Andrew,  was  married  to 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Dillman  and  Elizabeth  Kolb,  and  resided 
near  Skippack,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was 
the  possessor  of  a  large  tract  of  land.  His  family  consisted  of 
four  children,  namely:  III  Michael,  III  Andrew,  III  Dillman, 
and  III  Elizabeth  who  was  married  to  Abraham  Detweiler. 

8409  III  ZIEGLER,  DILLMAN,  was  married  but  name 

of  his  wife  was  not  ascertained.  His  family  consisted  of  six 
children,  namely:  IV  Andrew,  IV  Dillman,  IV  Jacob,  IV  Eliza- 
beth, married  to  Gottshall  Godschalk,  IV  Hester,  married  to 
Garret  Godschalk,  and  IV  Barbara,  manied  to  Jacob  Godschalk.
